Brown backed 

Continued speeulation that 
former Sen. Seott Brown of Mas- 
saehusetts is planning to launeh 
a Republiean eampaign against 
Sen. Jeanne Shaheen amped up 
last week. An advoeaey group 
aired a 30-seeond TV eommereial 
on WMUR-TV that was aimed at 
opposing Shaheen and promoting 
Brown’s potential eandidaey. The 
eommereial eritieized Shaheen’s 
support of the federal healtheare 
law. 

In the eommereial, a narrator 
said, “Next November, if you like 
your senator, you ean keep her. If 
you don’t, you know what to do.” 

Meanwhile, Brown found a buy- 
er for his Massaehusetts home and 
announeed plans to move to New 
Hampshire permanently, Bloom- 
berg News reported. 

Track domestic violence 

Next year New Hampshire law- 
makers will eonsider a proposal 
that would keep better traek of the 
state’s domestie violenee offenders, 
aeeording to an Assoeiated Press 
artiele. Advoeates are ealling for a 
statute that would require the vie- 
tim’s relationship to the offender to 
be reeorded. Thirty-four states and 
the federal government have sim- 
ilar laws in plaee. The law would 
make it easier to eompile data about 
domestie violenee and keep traek 
of the speeifie nature of offenders’ 
assault history. 

Grants awarded 

Five planning grant awards 
have been approved for eommu- 
nity development projeets around 
the state, the NH Community 
Development Finanee Authority 
announeed last week. The feasibil- 
ity studies, funded by the federal 
Community Development Bloek 
Grant program, will allow loeal 
offieials to assess the likelihood of 
suecess for these job ereation and 
publie faeilities efforts. The towns 
of Tilton, Troy, Berlin, Jaffrey and 
Northumberland eaeh reeeived 
$12,000. The planning grants await 
final eonfirmation from the Exeeu- 
tive Couneil. 

Propane tank rollover 

A tanker erashed on 1-293 North, 
north of Exit 7 early last Wednes- 
day. As a result the highway was 
elosed for nearly 12 hours, foreing 



eommuters to find a different route 
and eausing major traffie headaehes 
all day. The tanker was intaet and 
no leaks were deteeted, aeeording 
to reports. Poliee evaeuated several 
homes in the area. 

Hooksett votes for PA 

The Hooksett Sehool Board 
approved a long-term enroll- 
ment agreement with Pinkerton 
Aeademy in Derry last Wednes- 
day. Starting next sehool year, 
Hooksett will be one of Pinker- 
ton Aeademy’s partners, said Mary 
Anderson, Pinkerton Aeademy’s 
headmaster. Pinkerton offieials 
will not know the total number 
of Hooksett students who will be 
matrieulating at Pinkerton until 
next month, but registration for the 
next sehool year begins Jan. 6, and 
Hooksett students will be inelud- 
ed in the high sehool ’s transition 
program for ineoming freshmen, 
Anderson said. 

“We’re really looking forward to 
the transition,” Anderson said. 

stagnant homeless stats 

The rate of homelessness in the 
state is down, but only by 2 per- 
eent, aeeording to a report released 
last week by the New Hampshire 
Coalition to End Homelessness. 
The state’s homeless population 
dropped from 1,725 to 1,685 in 
2013, the report stated. Many of 
the homeless people eounted were 
in emergeney shelters but more 
than one in four were unsheltered, 
living in ears, abandoned build- 
ings, and other plaees not intended 
for human habitation, aeeording to 
the report. Between 2011 and 2013 


the number of homeless persons in 
families dropped by 15 pereent, but 
the number of families who were 
doubled up or living in preearious 
housing inereased signifieantly, the 
report stated. 

Mental health settlement 

A elass aetion suit alleging that 
the State of New Hampshire has 
been violating the rights of indi- 
viduals with serious mental illness 
by failing to provide eommunity 


mental health serviees ended in a 
settlement agreement last Thurs- 
day. The Disabilities Rights 
Center in Coneord announeed 
that under the proposed settle- 
ment agreement New Hampshire 
will expand its supported hous- 
ing to inelude a minimum of 
450 supported housing units, 
add Assertive Community Treat- 
ment to serve 1,500 people and 
signifieantly expand supported 
employment programs. M

Governor Maggie Hassan joined the New 
Hampshire Liquor Commission to introduce 
the release of a limited edition Old Man of 
the Mountain Commemorative Liquor Bottle 
last Wednesday. The vodka bottle sports a 
painting of the Old Man of the Mountain and 
says, “Live Free or Die.” They are available 
for $29.99 at NH liquor and wine outlets. 
Proceeds from the bottles will fund the preser- 
vation of more than 1 00 deteriorating military 
flags displayed in the New Hampshire Hall 
of Flags at the Statehouse, according to a 
release. That’s good news for the Liquor 
Commission, military flags, and Granite State 
memorabilia collectors all at once.

New Hampshire was added to the American 
Tort Reform Association Judicial Hellholes 
“Watch List.” The ATRF annual report docu- 
ments developments in places where judges 
in civil cases systematically apply laws and 
court procedures in an unfair and unbal- 
anced manner, generally against defendants. 
According to the report, “New Hampshire’s 
civil litigation system is in danger of falling 
into the Hellholes abyss...” New Hampshire’s 
contingency-fee lawyers, plaintiff-friendly 
judges, and ambitious politicians seeking 
re-election are creating a liability lawsuit 
environment that threatens to undermine the 
state’s legal system and endanger economic 
competitiveness, the report stated.

Split control and healthcare combat 

State Legislature often divided on party lines for biggest debates in 2013

Divided control of the legislature with a 
Democratic governor and House of Rep- 
resentatives and a Republican state Senate 
has made for a competitive dynamic this 
year. Gov. Maggie Hassan took her place 
in the corner office and ended the year 
with strong approval ratings. Meanwhile, 
the saga of integrating the Affordable 
Care Act into the state trudged on as 
lawmakers struggled to find bipartisan 
solutions. Here’s a look at those and other 
major political happenings of 2013. 

‘Fiscal realities’ 

Hassan had a strong start in office when 
the legislature passed her two-year bud- 
get proposal in June. The $10.7 billion 
state budget “was not that different than 
what we saw passed by Republicans in the 
2011- 2012 legislative session,” Andrew 
Smith, a political analyst from the UNH 
Survey Center, said in a recent interview. 
“There were some changes but nothing 
too dramatic. That reflects that the fiscal 
realities hadn’t changed.” 

The budget amped up state services 
for the mentally ill and funded services 
for adults with developmental disabili- 


ties. It also secured increased state aid to 
the University System of New Hampshire 
and the Community College System of 
New Hampshire but cut some funding to 
the Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, the Sununu Youth Services Center, 
the Department of Revenue Administra- 
tion and other programs. 

In June New Hampshire ended the fis- 
cal year with a $76.1 million surplus. 
Strong revenues in the spring result- 
ed from several lawsuit settlements, and 
lower-than-expected spending contribut- 
ed to reversing a state revenue that was 
running $41.1 million below projections 
in February. 

Healthcare issues 

Implementing the Affordable Care 
Act was front and center on New Hamp- 
shire’s political stage this year. 

“It’s a big important issue worthy of 
a big fight,” Fergus Cullen, former state 
Republican Party chairman, told the 
Hippo. 

Decisions on how to integrate the act 
divided the legislature largely on party 
lines. 

“There is a Republican majority in the 
state Senate who has been either blocking 
things or holding out for more private-sec- 


tor-friendly approaches to health care,” 
political analyst Dean Spiliotes said in a 
recent phone interview. 

Hassan and the Democratic House were 
eager to implement Medicaid expansion 
and provide insurance for about 50,000 
low-income New Hampshirites using 
Federal funds provided by the Afford- 
able Care Act. Leaders of the Republican 
Senate could not see eye to eye with Dem- 
ocrats on a few of the details and in June 
blocked the state from participating in 
the expansion program. The decision was 
not final, as the state established a com- 
mission to report back in October with 
nonbinding recommendations. In Novem- 
ber a special session ended in a stalemate 
with Senate Republicans continuing to 
insist on moving more quickly to provide 
low-income adults with private, non gov- 
ernment-supplied health insurance. The 
Republicans also killed their own plan. 

Two years ago Republicans passed a 
law prohibiting a state-run model of an 
insurance marketplace. Consequent- 
ly, when the federal insurance exchange 
began taking enrollments last October, 
Anthem was the only insurance com- 
pany offering health plans for 2014. By 
mid-December, federal officials gave 
Minutemen Health of Massachusetts 
approval to join New Hampshire’s Insur- 
ance exchange and Harvard Pilgrim also 
announced hopes to offer plans by 2015. 

Decisions, decisions 

The state’s casino debate has been 
popular for decades, but it blew up this 
year. Hassan was the first New Hampshire 
governor to support bringing a high-end 
casino to the Granite State. The bill was 
squashed as the House voted to reject the 
legislation. Opposition argued that there 
are no regulations in place should a casi- 
no bill pass, so in the latest wrinkle to the 
debate, the New Hampshire Gaming Reg- 
ulatory Oversight Authority drafted and 
approved a casino regulations bill, which 
was considered by the state’s House of 
Representatives and Senate this month. 
The casino regulations bill met opposition 
from the Granite State Coalition Against 
Expanded Gambling and Casino Free 
New Hampshire. 

In March the house voted to increase 
the state’s gas tax by 12 cents but the 
senate rejected the idea with a vote to 
indefinitely postpone a vote on the bill. 
That vote effectively blocked the senate 
from considering any legislature regard- 
ing the gas tax for the remainder of the 
two-year session. 


On the agenda 


What’s in store for 2014? Stay tuned for 
developments of the continued battle 
over Medicaid expansion and health- 
care. The legislature will also continue 
to explore options to increase state reve- 
nues and find solutions to funding critical 
roads and bridges projects like the widen- 
ing of Interstate 93. More candidates will 
be announced for the 2014 state elections. 
We also will start to see more presidential 
candidates trickling in, which means vis- 
its from political heavy hitters under the 
guise of helping their candidates. 


The New Hampshire Supreme Court 
issued a ruling upholding the convic- 
tion and death sentence of the state’s 
only death row inmate, Michael Addison. 
Addison was convicted of fatally shoot- 
ing police officer Michael Briggs in 2006. 
It was the state’s first death sentence in 
nearly 50 years. The ruling came as the 
New Hampshire Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty launched a campaign to 
repeal the death penalty in the state. Has- 
san said she would be in support of the 
bill but only if it did not invalidate Addi- 
son’s sentence. 

New Hampshire became the 19th state 
to legalize medical marijuana, but it did 
so with one of the most restrictive laws in 
the country. Hassan signed the bill in July 
and said, “By providing strong regulatory 
oversight and clear dispensing guidelines 
this bill addresses many of the concerns 
that were expressed throughout the legis- 
lative process.” 

2014 campaigns 

Many established Republicans have 
taken a pass on running for major offic- 
es in 2014. 

“It’s the 900-pound gorilla you can’t 
ignore. We have proven candidates 
expressing suspicion that [New Hamp- 
shire] is shaping up to be a blue state,” 
Cullen said. 

John Sununu declined to run for a U.S. 
Senate seat, turning down what would 
have been his third head-to-head with 
Sen. Jeanne Shaheen. Senate Majori- 
ty leader Jeb Bradley ruled out the New 
Hampshire Senate run and former Repub- 
lican 2nd District Congressman Charlie 
Bass issued a statement he will not run 
for U.S. Senate in 2014 too. Republican 
Executive Councilor Chris Sununu said 
he will not run for governor, the U.S. 
House or the U.S. Senate, opting to seek 
re-election for executive council. ^

The ups and downs of 2013

Arnie Arnesen, host of radio talk show 
Political Chowder, said she wishes the 
New Hampshire edueation system eould 
be more like Pres. John F. Kennedy. 

“John F. Kennedy didn’t just make a 
statement, he funded it,” she said in a 
reeent interview. “He dreamed and he 
funded the dream.” 

In 2013 money troubles rattled both 
the state’s higher edueation system and 
the Manehester Sehool Distriet. Crities 
serutinized New Hampshire’s position 
as the nation’s leader in student debt, 
while the Hooksett Sehool Distriet eon- 
tinued to pieee together a solution to a 
major problem: where should the town’s 
high sehool students study in the faee of 
the Manehester Sehool Distriet’s budget 
shortfalls? 

Despite finaneial diffieulties, the year 
did see some exeiting developments in 
edueation too, ineluding the state seem- 
ing a No Child Left Behind waiver, whieh 
is making way for some serious edu- 
eation-system problem-solving. Here’s 
a rundown of 2013’s biggest stories in 
edueation: 

• Rising student debt was a national 
hot topie, and the issue hit home with a 
vengeanee in New Hampshire. On aver- 
age, a New Hampshire eollege student 
graduated with $32,440 in debt this year 
— the nation’s highest level of debt. 

“It’s beeoming a burden that’s too 
mueh to bear,” Rene Drouin, president 
and CEO of Granite State Management 
& Resourees, told the Hippo in Oetober. 
“It’s beeoming out of reaeh for many.” 

In his latest report, Brian Gottlob, an 


eeonomist with PolEeon, explained that 
high tuition and student debt levels ean- 
not be fixed with a single solution. 

“In New Hampshire we really do rely 
on skilled, well-edueated individuals for 
our eeonomie sueeess, and beeause it’s 
been harder and harder to attraet them 
it beeomes important to produee them,” 
Gottlob said in a reeent interview. “I 
think it’s really a signal to mueh larger 
things to eome in the business models 
and how higher edueation is delivered.” 

• In June the U.S. Department of Edu- 
eation approved the state’s request to 
waive 10 separate seetions of No Child 
Left Behind. The waiver dropped the 
“failing” label of 75 pereent of the state’s 
sehools and allowed the edueation eom- 
munity to begin foeusing on developing 
plans to fix problem areas in edueation. 

“It’s ereated new opportunities for the 
state to look at how they provide support 
for all students,” said Miehelle Lewis, 
exeeutive direetor of Parent Informa- 
tion Center in a reeent interview. “It’s 
been positive when the eommunieation 
is strong. When there isn’t eommuniea- 
tion, that’s when people get eoneerned.” 

• The Manehester Sehool Distriet’s new 
superintendent. Dr. Debra Livingston, set 
to work on the distriet’s top priorities for 
the year. These ineluded updating teeh- 
nology and making sure all books have 
been ordered, as well as addressing over- 
erowding issues. 

“It’s been wonderful. I really feel so 
weleomed and embraeed by the eommu- 
nity, Livingston said in an interview last 
week. “I eontinue be in awe of all of the 
things our staff, teaehers, and administra- 
tors have been doing to support learning. 
It’s been a big learning eurve, of eourse.”

• Bloated class sizes continued to rid- 
dle the Manchester School District. At the 
beginning of the school year some Man- 
chester high school classrooms exceeded 
40 students. That’s 10 students more 
than state standards for the maximum 
high school classroom size. The numbers 
incited an outcry from the public and the 
district went to work on finding solutions. 
It has managed to reduce class size to few- 
er than 30 students in elementary and 
middle schools. The district has a plan in 
place to reach the same goal for the high 
schools, Livingston said. 

• The Hooksett School District endured 
a very public and complicated process of 
negotiating options for its high school stu- 
dents. In 2012 the Manchester School 
District suffered an $8 million budget cut 
that led to unmet education standards. 
Members of the Hooksett School District 
community called out a breach of contract 
between the two districts, Hooksett School 
Board member John Lyscars said in a 
recent interview. In 2013 stakeholders in 
Hooksett quarrelled over whether entering 
into an exclusive contract with Pinkerton 
Academy in Derry or providing students 
with the option to attend other districts 
would be the best course of action. In 
July, Hooksett entered into an agreement 
with Manchester that stated Manchester 
would accept all Hooksett students who 
want to go there, but the students are free 
to enroll at other districts if they prefer. 
A key clause in the agreement stated that 
by 2016 Hooksett would negotiate a new 
contract with Manchester in good faith, 
Lyscars said. By late fall Hooksett secured 
Memorandums of Understanding with the 
Londonderry and Bow school districts and 
voted to accept a contract with Pinkerton 
Academy. If the two districts enter into an 
agreement, Hooksett may have a lawsuit 
on its hands from the Manchester School 
District, which is citing a breach of con- 
tract. The saga will undoubtedly continue 
in 2014. 

• In response to an evident growing need 
for high school graduates to be educated 
in science, technology and math. Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire Manchester and 
Manchester Community College paired 
up with public schools to offer the new 
STEM Ahead Initiative to K-12 students. 
The program aims to support students so 
that by the time they graduate from high 
school they have completed a year of col- 
lege. STEM also tries to develop pathways 
between businesses in the state to students 
by way of internships in order to prepare 
them for the current job market. 

Showing love to the arts, the Manches- 
ter School District added an “A” for art, 
thus creating the STEAM (science, tech- 
nology, art and math) Ahead Initiative.

• Good news for the state’s eharter 
sehools: In July the state Legislature lift- 
ed a nearly 11 -month moratorium on 
publie eharter sehools. The New Hamp- 
shire Board of Edueation got baek to work 
examining all the eharter sehools in queue, 
said Eileen Liponis, exeeutive direetor 
of the New Hampshire Publie Charter 
Sehool Assoeiation. Four new publie ehar- 
ter sehools have been authorized to open 
in the eoming sehool year and four more 
eharter sehools should be authorized in 
2014. 

• Sehool distriets offering full-day kin- 
dergartens were on the rise in 2013. About 
one-third of the distriets in New Hamp- 
shire offered the option. Per state law, 
all distriets must offer at least a half- 
day option for kindergarten. Bedford, 
Nashua, Hollis, Salem, Hopkinton and 
Derry offered both full- and half-day kin- 
dergarten. Laeonia expanded to offer just 
full- day kindergarten, doing away with 
half-day kindergarten altogether. 

• The University of New Hampshire 
unveiled a shiny new logo in Deeember. 
The blue- and- white design was months 
in the making and features “NH” nestled 
inside a shield. 

The reveal generated lots of buzz, 
but Amesen said the publie ought to be 
foeused instead on fixing the problems of 
both edueation funding and eontinual high 
rates of substanee abuse at New Hamp- 
shire eolleges and universities. 

“Everybody is talking about the logo,” 
Arnesen said last week. “What do peo- 
ple know about the university? Why 
aren’t they upset about the kids who ean’t 
go to sehool?” ^

The government shutdown’s local impact 

It wasn’t great. Many New Hampshire businesses were affeeted, 
either beeause they rely on federal loans, or, like Titeflex in Laeonia, 
beeause they rely on government employees — in their ease, a gov- 
ernment inspeetor — in their day-to-day operations. The shutdown 
affeeted New Hampshire’s visitors, and thus, more of the state’s busi- 
ness; all exeept 22 privately run eampgrounds in the White Mountain 
National Forest elosed during the government shutdown, days before 
the big peak at Columbus Day weekend, whieh aeeording to a Union 
Leader report eost the federal eampgrounds $50,000. 

QOL Score: ? 

Comment: And its still affecting us: According to a recent WMUR 
report, the IRS stated that it won f start processing 2013 tax returns 
untilJan. 31 next year, 10 days later than originally scheduled. 

Boston marathon bombings 

Though the bombings were in Boston, they affeeted New Hampshire 
and its people, too, both direetly (through injury) and indireetly (through 
knowing someone injured, running or simply at the bombings). 

QOL Score: ? 

Comment: The repercussions were terrible, but similar to after 9/11, 
QOL saw a strength and pride form in people all over New England, 
and a new, fervid eagerness for runners to take part in the 2014 Boston 
Marathon — so much so that race organizers were forced to lower the 
qualifying time by 1 minute and 38 seconds in September 

Housing market stays strong 

New Hampshire has had a long way to elimb sinee the national 
housing bubble burst. In 2012 the market began its slow trek baek to a 
normal real estate market, and it pieked up speed in 2013. Year-to-date 
the state elosed on 14,052 properties, whieh is up from 12,719 in 2012. 
The median sales priee also rose from $193,00 in 2012 to $210,000 this 
year. The number of new listings also was up, and the average number 
of days properties were on the market was down, aeeording to the New 
Hampshire Assoeiation of Realtors. That’s good news for the eeonomy 
overall, said eeonomist Dennis Delay of the New Hampshire Center 
for Publie Poliey Studies. ‘Tt will put money in people’s poekets,” he 
said in a reeent interview. ‘Tt’s also going to spur on the eonstruetion 
industry.” 

QOL Score: ? 

Comment: When people sell their houses for higher prices they 
have more money to spend on other things, which boosts the overall 
economy. But Delay also cautioned that the market is “probably just as 
dangerous now as is it was in 2008. Our ability to look into the future 
is always shrouded in fog. ” 

Obamacare or NObamacare? 

New Hampshire struggled with integrating Obamaeare this year. 
The lamentable launeh of the federal government’s healtheare website 
stalled residents from signing up for eoverage. Some people reeeived 
premium inerease notiees. Beeause of legislation that barred a state-run 
marketplaee, only one healtheare provider offered polieies under the 
new law. Ten New Hampshire hospitals were exeluded from the state’s 
health insuranee exehange. 

QOL Score: ? 

Comment: The list of stalls and restrictions for people looking to 
receive the benefits of Obamacare went on and on in 2013, and the 
issue will probably play a major role in political races in 2014.

Better quality, more interest 

2013 was a year of community-driven art

For New Hampshire’s art seene, 2013 
eertainly wasn’t boring. 

Yes, there were a few pitfalls — a eou- 
ple of theater eompanies elosed and a loeal 
symphony orehestra postponed its season 
due to unexpeeted weather, seheduling 
and finaneial ehallenges — but for the 
most part, there was a lot of growth and 
a lot of “risk-taking,” espeeially in New 
Hampshire theater, said Bob Frasea, who, 
among other roles, is the exeeutive diree- 
tor of the New Hampshire Theatre Awards. 

“Overall, I see an inerease in the quality 
of produetions. It seems like every group 
is ehallenging itself to raise the bar, whieh 
is refreshing to see,” Frasea said in a short 
phone interview last week. 

Also evident in 2013 was the effort to 
bring art into the eommunity through out- 
door murals, seulptures, yarn bombs (the 
Currier Museum of Art displayed the 
state’s largest fiber art display to date last 
May) and soeial art events. 

Some theater companies 
fell as new ones rose 

New Thalian Players ended its reign at 
the end of last year, but some of its key 
players, ineluding Joel Mereier, Beth Fen- 
ske and Beth Ann O’Hara, have been 
involved with a new theatrieal venture in 
the New Hampshire Theatre Factory, a 
nonprofit dedieated to providing theater 
in southern New Hampshire. The eom- 
pany aims to build a 300-seat theater in 


Londonderry. Founders Mereier and Wal- 
laee J. Pineault (O’Hara and Fenske were 
on the advisory board) started its “Jump- 
start the Faetory” series at Halloween with 
Ghost Hunting: The Musical Murder Mys- 
tery in the aim to raise funds and spread 
awareness. 

Also new to the New Hampshire the- 
ater seene, a eompany ealled Artists 
Collective Theatre began performing at 
Nashua’s Hunt Building last summer with 
Zaeh Braff’s dark play. All New People. 
ACT has sinee been showing edgy, eon- 
temporary produetions like Venus in Fur 
(one aetor joked that this play should 
have been ealled Who s On Top) and most 
reeently Jacob Marley s Christmas Carol. 

The Winnipesaukee Playhouse opened 
its new theater at 50 Reservoir Road, Mer- 
edith, early last summer inside what was 
onee the Annalee Doll Complex. There 
was also a new amphitheater built in War- 
ner, the mueh-antieipated, solar-powered 
stage that now sits behind MainStreet 
BookEnds. It opened at Warner’s Fall 
Foliage Festival. 

In the Monadnoek region, the Park 
Theatre building, a historieally signifi- 
eant, 1 9th-eentury wooden frame strueture 
in the eenter of downtown Jaffrey, is slow- 
ly but surely on its way to restoration. 
The U.S. Department of Agrieulture Rural 
Development Community Faeilities pro- 
gram approved a $2 million eonstruetion 
loan to rebuild the theater, whieh won’t 
begin until eonstruetion starts during the 
summer of 2014, aeeording to an artiele in 
the Monadnoek Ledger Transeript. 


Not all theater restoration efforts were 
met with reward; the Exeter Theater Co. 
announeed on its Faeebook page in early 
November that it’s suspending efforts to 
aequire and restore the lOKA theater. The 
Aeting Loft in Manehester also suspend- 
ed its programming after 18 years. (The 
Majestie Theatre reaehed out to these stu- 
dents, families and performers, inviting 
them to partieipate in its own youth and 
teen programming.) 

Theatrical risk-taking 

In the Monadnoek region, Mia Mora- 
vis, the press eoordinator for the New 
Hampshire Theatre Awards, notieed a 
surge of Shakespeare, partieularly dur- 
ing the summertime. (Around here there 
was the Nashua Theatre Guild’s The Mer- 
chant of Venice and Theatre Under the 
Stars’ Romeo and Juliet, Loves Labour s 
Lost, The Merry Wives of Windsor and A 
Midsummer Night s Dream. Also, if we’re 
going to inelude all of Shakespeare, we 
might as well note Saint Anselm College’s 
Shakespeare sonnet-reading marathon, 
whieh was open to the publie for the first 
time last April.) 

But this year was also host to a num- 
ber of shows that were “off the beaten 
path,” Moravis said, partieularly within 
the state’s eommunity theater produetions. 
She pinpointed the Milford Area Play- 
ers’ rendition of Wit starring Katie Collins 
and last weekend’s The Santaland Diaries 
by the Actors Circle Theatre, a one-man 
show starring Seott Gardner as “Crumpet 
the Elf.” These shows eontain very ehal- 
lenging roles that aren’t always available 
to eommunity theater aetors. 

“There are really good aetors in the 
state’s eommunity theater erowd. ... 
Sometimes obligations in life mean that 
you have to work a full-time job or ean’t 
take the risks, finaneially, to pursue aet- 
ing professionally, and so it’s niee to see 
eommunity theaters willing to take risks 
like that, to give these ehanees to eom- 
munity theater aetors,” Moravis said in a 
phone interview last week. Produeing any 
big, new or ehallenging show is always 
risky for a eommunity theater produe- 
tion, as you don’t always know if you’ll 
get your money baek in ticket sales, and 
you don’t always know if you’ll be able 
to fill the roles. (But in all of these cas- 
es, they did.) 

Among noteworthy performances, 
Frasea mentioned the Nashua Actors- 
ingers’ rendition of Les Miser ables last 
November, which was “finally” released

1. The New Hampshire Theatre 
Awards: This year they’re on Saturday, 
Jan. 25, at 7 p.m., again at the Stock- 
bridge Theatre.

2. Studio 550’s upcoming shows: Right 
now, the themed shows for 2013 include

through May 3; and “SHIFT: Art Inspired 
by the Bicycle, which will be on view 
May 5 through June 15.

3. Everything at the Currier: There 
are a wealth of things to look forward 
to in 2014 at the Currier Museum of 
Art, including a Currier Art Center fac- 
ulty exhibition (Jan. 4 through April 
14); an exhibition showcasing installa- 
tions by artist Andrew Witkin and others 
as part of the museum’s “Contemporary 
Connections” series, for which the art- 
ist is working with collaborators like Tom 
McLaughlin from the New Hampshire 
Furniture Masters; the Art Center’s 75th 
birthday, which it celebrates for a month, 
Feb. 1 through March 9; and art by both 
Romare Bearden and M.C. Escher. 

4. The New Hampshire Theatre Facto- 
ry’s “top secret show:” Even the name 
is intriguing! The company is sched- 
uled to offer education classes taught by 
local and New York City professionals 
in early 2014, and, following that, a “top 
secret” performance is in the works for 
spring 2014, and theater training camp 
for summer 2014. These events are part 
of the nonprofit’s “Jumpstart the Factory” 
series, which are held to build aware- 
ness, partnerships and funding for the 
company’s first full season of operation, 
according to the event website. 

5. SPANK! Harder: The Sequel: The 
“mommy pom” parody hit the Capi- 
tol Center for the Arts during its tour last 
year (twice! — once in Febmary and 
again in June). Its sequel is at the Cap 
Center on Sunday, Feb. 16, at 7:30 p.m. 
Tickets are $45. Visit ccanh.com, call 
225-1111. 
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to community theater produetions. This 
show, too, required fantastie aetors, or at 
the very least, fantastie singers, whieh, he 
said, the eompany was able to aequire. 

The Coneord Community Players also 
took some risks with its produetion of 
Spamalot this fall, whieh was snagged 
“as soon as rights beeame available” to 
eommunity theaters, said direetor Doug 
Sehwarz at a rehearsal before the show’s 
produetion. 

It was also the year that theatre 
KAPOW! performed numerous eon- 
temporary produetions in traditional 
and nontraditional venues all aeross 
the southern part of the state, ineluding 
the Stoekbridge Theatre {The Illusion 
in Mareh, its 24 Hour Play Festival in 
Oetober), The Derryfield Sehool {The 
Burial at Thebes in September), Stu- 
dio 550 {Circle Mirror Transformation, 
Deeember) and ongoing at the Currier 
Museum of Art, where eompany mem- 
bers perform as part of its playreading 
series. 

A few other New Hampshire eontem- 
porary theatrieal produetions in 2013 
were Good People by M & M Pro- 
ductions; In-Laws, Outlaws and Other 
People (That Should be Shot) by Bed- 
ford Off-Broadway; and Shrek: The 
Musical by Nashua’s Peaeoek Players. 

Milestones and 
community-driven art 

Moniea Leap has been trying to demon- 
strate that art is not a speetator sport, but 
rather “an experienee” that everyone ean 
enjoy through Manehester’s Studio 550. 
The art e enter beeame a eultural hub in 
2013; sinee she opened it Deeember 2012, 
the spaee has made way for pottery elass- 
es, eultural danee/movement elasses, date 
night events, art shows (with themes that 
involved flowers, eups, nature, ete.) and 
partnerships (with theatre KAPOW, the 
Manehester Food Co-op, B.R.I.N.G.I.T., 
Daneing Lion Choeolate, the Women’s 
Caueus for Art and more). She’s also the 
reason that you might have found red lit- 
tle elay monsters in and around the eity 
last summer. 

A eouple of Nashua’s artistie lead- 
ers for 2013 were Positive Street Art 
eo-founders Ceeelia Ulibarri and Man- 
ny Ramirez. In 2013, the pair led the 
nonprofit’s efforts to ehange the faee of 
urban street art. They led the eommuni- 
ty in painting the mural behind Dunkin’ 
Donuts by the railroad traeks and the one 
along Nashua’s Heritage Trail, and, at 
Nashua resident Sarah Roy’s suggestion, 
gave the Fields Grove Park an artistie 
makeover. 

A few other visual art businesses 
reaehed milestones in 2013: the Kim- 
ball Jenkins School of Art in Concord 
turned 15 and the Greeley Park Art 


Show in Nashua turned 60. Amy Sulli- 
van, who started her Sullivan Framing 
business within East Colony Fine Art 
about nine years ago, moved into a larg- 
er space in Bedford and opened a gallery 
that has hosted shows themed around the 
New Hampshire coast, the holidays and 
Boston. 

Music: a postponement, a 
birthday and milestones 

The Granite State Orchestra faced 
some unexpected challenges this sea- 
son, including a last-minute concert 
postponement due to a presidential vis- 
it and scheduling conflicts with other 
performing arts organizations. These 
challenges resulted in costly reschedul- 
ings and a considerable loss of income 
for the orchestra. The group ended its 
19th season with a hefty financial short- 
age, which, as a result, caused the board 
of directors to postpone the orchestra’s 
20th season, according to its website, 
until early 2014. 

Meanwhile, the New Hampshire Gay 
Men’s Chorus celebrated its 15th birth- 
day with a written history of the chorus 
by member Paul Cioto last spring, and 
more recently premiered its first female 
soloist in Sarah Chadwick, whose broth- 
er and father both perform in the chorus. 
Opera New Hampshire kicked off 
its 50th season by performing its first 
free, outdoor concert in Manchester last 
August, and similarly. Symphony NH 
performed its first free outdoor concert 
in 10 years at Holman Stadium. 

And then there 
was social painting 

Lots of social painting. 

Muse Paintbar and the Canvas Road- 
show had just begun business at the time 
of last year’s “Year in Review,” but that 
was just the beginning of what would be 
an explosion of “paint night” and “paint 
and sip” bars. 

Lots of southern New Hampshire 
restaurants would come to host social 
painting events, but in addition, 2013 
saw an influx of more site-specific 
social painting businesses. The Can- 
vas Roadshow, originally a traveling 
company, settled in River Road in Bed- 
ford; Art With A Splash, the “original” 
New Hampshire paint bar, opened a sec- 
ond location in Nashua early August; and 
not too far away. Paint pARTy opened in 
Windham. 

Many local art businesses, seeing this 
trend, opted to offer similar classes. 
Kimball Jenkins School of Art offers 
“Colors and Cabernet,” Beck’s Arts 
Express began “Paint Party” offerings 
in August, and Steve Pascucci’s new busi- 
ness in Goffstown, Art Made Easely, 
offers a similar class, too.

From Jacob Marley’s POV 

Filling in the blanks of A Christmas Carol

“Scrooge? I have to redeem old 
Scrooge? The one man I knew who was 
worse than I was? Impossible!” 

Needless to say, when Jacob Mar- 
ley discovers that he must help redeem 
Ebenezer Scrooge to save his own soul 
in Jacob Marleys Christmas Carol, he 
doesn’t react well. The play, written by 
Tom Mula, tells the side of A Christmas 
Carol you didn’t see — kind of like what 
Wicked is for The Wizard of Oz, except 
that there’s no yellow brick road. Instead, 
audiences will travel “from the Jaws of 
Death” to the “Mouth of Hell,” as Tom 
Mula described on his website, to see 
Jacob Marley’s behind-the-scenes effort. 

Members of the Artists’ Collective The- 
atre in Nashua opted to produce Mula’s 
twist on Dickens because everyone likes 
A Christmas Carol, but this story manages 
to capture those characters without being 
the same as the much-performed classic. 
The show occurs in the days after Christ- 
mas and New Year’s at the Hunt Building 
in Nashua. 

“Most of us know the basic storyline 
of Charles Dickens’s A Christmas Car- 
ol. But this show provides the rest of the 
story. Where did these ghosts come from? 
And why did they decide Scrooge needed 
to be saved? Why did Marley show up at 
Scrooge’s house as a door knocker?” said 
Christopher DuBois, who plays Bogle, 
Marley’s spiritual advisor. “It takes his 
holiday story and gives us a little more.” 

And, like the original, Jacob Marley s 
Christmas Carol is a warm, family- friend- 
ly holiday show, even if part of it does 
take place in Hell. 

“In^ Christmas Carol, you just assume 
that there’s no hope for Jacob Marley. 
The major difference here is that there is 
— he can sort of be saved,” said Aaron 
Compagna, who plays Jacob Marley, in a 
phone interview. “It also has this Christ- 
mas feeling to it. It’s a very sweet story.” 

The company also chose the play 
because of the way it’s written, said Leah 


Belanger, founding ACT member and 
show director. It’s told like a narrated 
story. 

“When you’re a kid and a teacher reads 
a book in front of you, you’re imagin- 
ing the story. That’s kind of like this,” 
Belanger said. 

Mula’s writing, specifically, poses an 
interesting challenge for actors because 
there’s no one designated “narrator.” 

“You’re narrating and acting at the 
same time,” Compagna said. “You’re act- 
ing in your character what happened in 
past tense, while at the same time, you’re 
telling the story in present tense. ... It’s 
something I’ve never done before.” 

There are no costume changes, and 
each actor also plays more than one part, 
which in addition to the play’s narration, 
puts a bit of pressure on the actors’ need 
to define each character solely through 
skill. Compagna, for instance, has one 
scene in which, over two minutes’ time, 
he needs to transform from a hunchbacked 
man into a small cockney boy, then into 
an English teenager, and then back into an 
old man again. 

“It’s only pressure to know the play 
really well,” Compagna said. The trick, 
he said, is to not make those characters 
exaggerated, but rather, make the change 
between characters very sharp. 

The show’s location, Belanger said, 
helps with the storytelling, too. 

“The Hunt Building gives the theater- 
goer a chance to really be involved in the 
show. You’re not right up on stage, but 
you’re right next to it,” she said. 

She hopes the production’s timing will 
enable more people to come see it. 

“It shows the weekend after Christmas 
and after New Year’s. There’s a lot going 
on before Christmas — Christmas parties, 
traveling, shopping, and there’s a mil- 
lion other shows. I think that, especially 
when Christmas falls on a Wednesday, we 
still feel festive. We thought it was a nice 
opportunity to extend the holiday season, 
without having to worry about shopping 
and other conflicts,” Belanger said. M

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

In with the new 


What worked this year and

Snow has come. The leaves are raked. The 
garden is as put to bed as it’s going to get. It’s 
a good time to think about what worked this 
year and what didn’t. 

The very last shmb that I planted this year 
was, I have to admit, an impulse buy: searlet 
beauty sweetspire (Jtea virginica ‘Morton’). 
I was at E.C. Brown’s Nursery in Thetford, 
Vt., (eebrownnursery.eom) in mid-Novem- 
ber to get a small tree for a speeial projeet. 
And there by the driveway was a shrub that 
still had its leaves, and they were bright red! 
I mean as red as burning bush (Euonymus 
elata) — that shrub, loved by many but now 
banned in most states, that turns a brilliant red 
in fall. It ealled to me in a soft voiee, “I need a 
home before winter.” So it eame home. 

Aeeording to the tag, it is a medium grow- 
ing spreading deeiduous broadleaf shrub with 
a height of 3 to 4 feet that spreads 2 to 4 feet. 
Before I deeided on it, I eheeked my favorite 
plant referenee text, Miehael Dirr’s Guide to 
Woody Landscape Plants. It told me that it is 
hardy to Zone 5, safely surviving winters of 
minus 20 degrees. The plant tag said it was 
hardy to Zone 4, whieh means it will survive 
30 below zero. 

Dirr’s book also deseribed the flowers 
as white, lightly fragrant and about half an 
ineh in diameter, blooming in early summer. 
He noted that given full sun and plenty of 
moisture the flowering ean be “staggeringly 
beautiful.” That sounded good to me, espe- 
eially sinee the leaves were dramatie in their 
fall eolors, and I have a niee wet spot near my 
stream. I am always leery of plants that spread 
by root, so I’ll keep an eye on this one to be 
sure it doesn’t take over. 

Another niee shrub I got in 2012 that had 
great fall foliage is the “redbud hazel” {Dis- 
anthus cercidifolius). Not a redbud or a hazel, 
this shrub has leaves that look like redbud 
leaves. The leaves turn a brilliant red early 
in the fall, with hints of orange and purple. 
I planted mine in 2012 and it overwintered 
nieely but did not bloom this year. Though 
as I read Dirr’s book, I now notiee that the 
flowers are “non-showy” half-ineh diameter 
dark purple flowers that appear in Oetober. So 
maybe there were a few, and I missed them in 
among the red foliage. 

Redbud hazel plants need light to moder- 
ate shade, along with deep moist soil that is 
rieh in organie matter and proteetion from the 
wind. Mine is suitably planted, and has sur- 
vived minus 20 degrees. They ean grow 6 to 
10 feet tall, though mine did not show rapid 
growth in its first year. 

Another niee shrub that I planted in 2012 
has many names: Carolina allspiee, eommon

sweetbush, sweet Bettie, spieebush and my 
favorite, sweet hubby. That’s why plant geeks 
like me prefer the Latin name: Calycanthys 
floridus. Don’t be intimidated; just pronounee 
every letter; say it with gusto and everyone 
will think know what you are talking about. 

Sweet hubby is, aeeording to the litera- 
ture, very adaptable: it will grow in sun or 
shade, aeid or alkaline soil. But it does like 
rieh, moist soil and I have plenty of that. I 
originally planted it in full sun, but the leaves 
seorehed a little that first summer. I assumed 
that sinee I had kept it in the pot in a shady 
spot for a month or more, the seorehing was 
just a reaetion to the sudden shift to full sun. 
But it seorehed again this year, so this fall I 
moved it to light shade near a big old wild 
apple tree. 

The flowers of Calycanthus are striking: 
deep maroon up to 2 inehes aeross and they 
ean be delieiously fragrant. But not all variet- 
ies are fragrant, so if the seent is important to 
you, buy in early summer when the blossoms 
are on the plants at the nursery. Some, I have 
read, may even smell like vinegar. Mine do 
not have a notieeable fragranee. 

I have seen a Calycanthus that was 8 feet 
tall in Woodstoek, Vt., but it was elearly a 
plant that had been around a long time. Mine 
has not grown mueh in the two years I’ve had 
it. It ean spread 6 to 12 feet, and the two spee- 
imens I see regularly seem more interested in 
growing sideways than getting tall. 

The only other woody plants I installed this 
year were a eouple of striped or moose maples 
{Acer pennsylvanicum). This is a small under- 
story tree that I notiee in the woods in winter 
- the bark turns a bright, light green with dark 
stripes. It is rarely sold in plant nurseries, so 
grab one if you see it for sale. It is said to 
grow even in terrible soil eonditions, but likes 
moisture and aeidie soil. 

We ean’t plant anything now, but we ean 
plan and dream.

Regular maintenance can prevent problems before they start 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

When driving down the freeway, I heard a 
scraping sound, shortly followed by my car 
slowing down, no matter how hard I pushed 
on the gas. 1 barely made it to the service 
road. When the tow truck driver came, he 
noticed green liquid (coolant) leaking out. 
The mechanic towed the car and said my 
water pump had frozen, and that broke my 
timing belt. He said it was the first time he 
had ever seen it, and he doesn t know of a 
way I could have avoided it. I need to know if 
it was something I did that I can avoid doing 
in the future. — Joanna 
TOM: You don’t tell us what kind of car 
you drive, but I’m guessing it’s something 


with a non-interference engine. Cars with 
interference-style engines get mined when 
their timing belts break. It sounds like you 
were lucky and you avoided that grisly fate. 

RAY: The vast majority of manufactur- 
ers recommend that you change your car’s 
timing belt after a certain number of miles — 
60,000 miles used to be common. Now lots 
of manufacturers suggest 90,000. 

TOM: If you don’t change the timing belt, 
it can break on its own due to age and use. 
But on almost every car we see, the timing 
belt also mns the water pump (which circu- 
lates coolant in the engine). In other words, 
the timing belt goes around a water-pump 
pulley, and as the belt turns, it makes the 
water pump’s impeller spin. But if the water 
pump fails and seizes up, like yours did, it 
takes the timing belt with it. 

RAY: So to prevent this in the future, you 
have to do a better job of maintaining your 
car, Joanna. 

TOM: For instance, it’s possible your 
water pump was failing and you just didn’t 
notice the horrible growling sound coming 
from your engine compartment. Or you don’t 
see a mechanic regularly, so no one else had 
a chance to notice it. 

RAY: Or maybe you were a good car own- 
er, and you had your timing belt changed 


when it was supposed to be, but to save a 
little money, you or your mechanic didn’t 
change the water pump at the same time. 
That’s penny-wise and thousand-dollar fool- 
ish, in our opinion. 

TOM: Yeah. We’d never change a custom- 
er’s timing belt without changing the water 
pump, too, for the very reason that caused 
you to write to us — that’s what can happen. 
And then they come back and blame us for it! 

RAY: Also, we tend to use factory water 
pumps rather than aftermarket pumps for this 
repair, because the risks, if the water pump 
fails, are so severe. 

TOM: So, how do you prevent this in 
the future? Get better about your regular 
maintenance. Find a mechanic you tmst (if 
you don’t already have one, find one at the 
Mechanics Files at cartalk.com). And take 
your car in on a regular basis. Even if it’s just 
for an oil-and-filter change every six months, 
at least someone has a chance to notice when 
something is going terribly wrong. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

How does one change the key fob bat- 
tery in a 2003 Volkswagen Jetta Sportwagen 
TDI? Does the remote require a special pro- 
cess in order to be recognized by the Jetta 
after you Te done? — DeWayne 


RAY: You probably have the old-style, 
“switchblade” key fob with a blue VW logo 
and three buttons on it (lock, unlock and 
tmnk). 

TOM: Assuming that’s the one you’ve 
got, all you do is press the button so the key 
springs out. Then turn it on its side. You 
should see a small groove about halfway up 
the side. Take a small flat-head screwdriver, 
insert the end in there and gently twist to pop 
open the two halves of the remote. Then pull 
them apart. 

RAY: The section with the key will come 
off, and you’ll see that there’s nothing in it, 
other than the key. ... Take the other half of 
the remote and, with your hands, separate the 
front from the back. One half will house the 
circuitboard, and the other half will contain 
the battery. 

TOM: Pop the battery out gently with your 
screwdriver, and push in your replacement 
CR2032, 3-volt battery (positive end down), 
which you can get at any hardware or even 
drugstore. 

RAY: Then snap the whole thing back 
together. It should require no reprogramming 
whatsoever. 

TOM: If you bought a new remotem it 
would have to be matched up to your car.

So you haven’t bowled sinee your days 
of pre-teen group dates or played dodge- 
ball sinee elementary sehool — but you 
kind of want to.

IN/OUT TECHIE 

High-tech year in review 

Gadgets got a little bit better. Ho hum.

This has not been a year of dramat- 
ie revolution in the teeh world, despite 
what every produet launeh might want us 
to believe. Rather, it was a year of logieal 
progressions and advaneements, with a few 
hints of what’s to eome. 

America built stuff again. While the 
vast majority of our eonsumer eleetron- 
ies are still made in China, a tiny sliver of 
the manufaeturing proeess eame home this 
year. Apple, Google, Lenovo, and Motorola 
all began assembling produets here in 20 1 3 . 
Note that word — only the final assembly 
will be done in Ameriea; the bits and piee- 
es will still eome from around the world. 

For Apple, it’s the high-end Mae Pro 
desktop, starting at $2,999. Google Glass 
started out at $1,500 for developers, and 
while the retail priee is likely to be some- 
what lower, it won’t be eheap. Lenovo’s 
ThinkPad X230, on the other hand, is eom- 
parably prieed with its other models, even 
though it’s put together in North Caroli- 
na. Motorola’s entry, the Moto X, is prieed 
rather high relative to smartphones with 
similar spees when purehased unloeked, 
but on a eontraet with any earrier it doesn’t 
stand out. 

Television got more detailed. What 
with the silly glasses, the high priee, and 
the dearth of eontent, 3D just never beeame 
the killer app for television that hardware 
makers hoped. Plain old HD TVs are doing 
just fine, though, and the next upgrade 
already on the market is 4K resolution. 

As the moniker suggests, 4K uses about

4,000 pixels across a screen. The 4K Ultra 
HD standard has twice the horizontal and 
vertical resolution of lOSOp Full HD, at 
3,840 X 2,160. That’s four times as many 
pixels as 1080p. There’s even an 8K Ultra 
HD standard with 16 times the pixels of 
1080p, because one term meaning one 
thing is just too simple for the consumer 
electronics industry. 

Smartwatches failed to take hold. 

Despite new products from Samsung and 
Sony, no one’s really gotten that jazzed 
about watches that connect to your smart- 
phone. They’re bulky, run what amount 
to low-functionality widgets, and cost too 
much. Even the monochrome Pebble is 
$150, more than most folks pay for actual 
phones on contract. 

Displays started to curve. Two major^^gj 
smartphones released this year featured 
subtly concave screens. The Samsung Gal- 
axy Curve bends in at the sides, while the 
LG G Flex’s top and bottom do the same. 
Why? Well, uh, because they can? There 
are supposedly fewer reflections, and the 
phones can hug a hip better than flat mod- 
els. They only came out in Korea, though. 

Meanwhile, Microsoft rolled back a cou- 
ple decisions it had made in response to 
consumer pressure. 

The Xbox One got offline. Gamers 
the world over reacted negatively when it 
was announced that the Xbox One would 
“check in” with Microsoft license serv- 
ers every 24 hours. Microsoft’s reaction? 
“Yeah, um, OK, we won’t do that after all 
then.” Suddenly it became clear that users 
would be able to trade, borrow, and resell 
Xbox One games on disc just like they had 
with every single previous console ever. 

The Start button came back. When 
Windows 8 was first released, the Start but- 
ton that had occupied the lower left comer 
of the screen since 1995 was just ... gone. 
Oh, you could press the Windows key on 
your keyboard to bring up the full-screen, 
multi-colored, tiled Start menu. You could 
even swipe your mouse pointer (or finger 
on touchscreen devices) all the way into 
that bottom left comer for the same effect 
— but, man, the button. So in October, the 
Windows 8.1 update included the return of 
the Start button in its familiar place, along 
with the ability to boot up in desktop mode 
rather than that tiled menu mode, with no 
third-party programs or registry hacking 
necessary. 

All that adds up to a year of cool stuff, but 
not a lot that demands instant upgrading.

Getting trendy in 2013 

Caffeine, craft beer and being gluten-free

It’s been quite a year for the southern New 
Hampshire food seene, with annual events 
like Roek’n Ribfest in Merrimaek and new 
events like the New Hampshire Coffee Fes- 
tival, already seheduled to return in 2014. 
There are new restaurants, restaurants that 
elosed, a eontinued rise in farmers markets 
and eontinued interest in trends like soureing 
loeally and providing gluten-free options. 
Here are some of the highlights from 2013, 
plus a few things to look forward to in the 
first three months of 2014. 

Craft beer reigns 

The eraft beer trend eontinues to grow in 
the Granite State. Perhaps it’s in our roots, 
sinee Portsmouth is known for its brew- 
ing history (as seen on display last summer 
during Strawbery Banke Museum’s spe- 
eial exhibit ‘Tapping Portsmouth: How the 
Brewing Industry Shaped the City”). Cask & 
Vine (Derry) opened one year ago with 12 
lines of eraft beer on tap that rotate regular- 


ly, plus speeial beer dinners and events with 
eraft brewing. Dover gained a few new eraft 
beer loeations, like Leaven, a eraft beer pub, 
restaurant and sourdough bakery, and One 
Love and 7th Settlement, mierobreweries 
that share spaee on Washington Street. Bor- 
der Brewery (Salem) also opened this year. 
The Southern New Hampshire Brewers Fes- 
tival eelebrated its third year at White Bireh 
Brewing (Hooksett). 

“There’s definitely a peak of interest in 
what New Hampshire is bringing to the 
table,” Ryan Maiola of Henniker Brewing 
Co. said. “That’s one of our main objeetives 
here is to really go out and edueate the eon- 
sumer about the different ehoiees they have. 
Espeeially in New Hampshire, there are a lot 
of miero breweries popping up here now.” 

There are also Granite State Growler 
Tours, in whieh guests take a bus from one 
loeal brewery to the next (nhbeerbus.eom). 

Gluten awareness grows

Fresh pesto 


I recently went to a party at my good 
friend’s house and she served THE BEST 
lasagna ever. Like, so good I wished I 
hadn’t eaten any of the delicious appetiz- 
ers. I generally really like lasagna, but it’s 
not something I go crazy over. This all 
changed at the party! What made this run 
of the mill dish so spectacular? Pesto! I’d 
never had pesto in my lasagna before, but 
after this experience it’s going in every 
single one I make from now on. 

Pesto originated in Italy’s Liguria region, 
specifically in the city of Genoa. It’s great 
with bread or pasta, served hot or cold. It’s 
amazing on pizza, and, my goodness is it 



good in lasagna. (Did I mention that?) While 
you can buy jars of pesto, nothing beats the 
fresh stuff Using fresh basil leaves, a blend 
of good cheeses and your favorite olive oil 
— all blended together with pine nuts — 
makes for a seriously tasty sauce. There are 
plenty of ways to vary pesto (use walnuts 
instead of pine nuts, broccoli rabe instead 
of basil), but I swear by the original. Wil- 
liams- Sonoma’s recipe is great and easy to 
follow. — Allison Willson Dudas A 


Lasagna with fresh pesto 

1 (9-ounce) box of no-boil lasagna noodles 

2 eggs 

1 (15-ounce) container ricotta cheese 
4 cups shredded mozzarella cheese 
1/2 cup parmesan cheese (optional) 

1 pound ground beef or 1 pound sausage, 
browned 

spaghetti or pasta sauce 
parsley (to garnish) 

1/2 cup fresh pesto (see recipe below) 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Mix ricotta, 
eggs (beaten), Parmesan and two cups of 
the mozzarella cheese in a bowl. Add about 
1/2 cup of pesto into this mixture. 

Spread 1 cup of pasta sauce in bottom of 
a 13x9 dish. Layer four lasagna noodles 
(they will overlap), 1/3 part of the ricotta 
cheese mixture, half the browned meat, 1 
cup mozzarella cheese, and 1 cup of sauce. 
Next layer: four uncooked lasagna noodles, 
1/3 part of the ricotta cheese mixture, and 1 
1/2 cups sauce. Next layer: four uncooked 
lasagna noodles, remaining ricotta mix- 
ture and remained meat, 1 cup of sauce. 

Top layer: four uncooked lasagna noo- 
dles, remaining sauce, and remaining 1 cup 
mozzarella. Bake covered with foil 50-60 
minutes. Uncover and continue cooking 
until all the cheese is melted on the top 


(about 5 minutes). Let sit for about 15 min- 
utes before serving. 

Fresh Pesto, Recipe from 
Williams-Sonoma 

3 to 4 Tbs. pine nuts 
2 garlic cloves 

2 to 3 cups firmly packed fresh basil leaves 
10 to 15 fresh flat-leaf parsley sprigs 
1/2 cup extra- virgin olive oil, plus more as 
needed 

1/2 cup grated Parmigiano-Reggiano 
cheese 

1/4 cup grated pecorino cheese 
Salt and freshly ground pepper, to taste 

In a blender or food processor, combine 
the pine nuts and garlic. Process to chop 
coarsely. Add about half of the basil and 
process to chop coarsely. Add the remain- 
ing basil, the parsley and olive oil and 
process until a thick green sauce forms. 

If the sauce is too thin, add more basil or 
parsley; if it is too thick, add more olive 
oil. 

Add the cheeses and season with salt and 
pepper. Process briefly. Pour into a glass 
jar or other container and top with a thin 
layer of olive oil to prevent the surface 
from discoloring. Cover tightly and refrig- 
erate for up to 2 weeks. Makes about 1 VI 
cups.

Cheesy potatoes 


During the holidays, I’m constantly shuf- 
fling back and forth between dinner parties 
and Yankee swaps, cocktail hours and 
Secret Santa exchanges. Between the driv- 
ing and gift giving and dinner prepping, 
there never seems to be enough time or 
money left to splurge on new recipes with 
luscious ingredients. 

But forget the truffle oil and caviar this 
season and get ready for the simplest, most 
delicious side dish you’ll ever make. It can 
be made ahead and only requires four ingre- 
dients, none of which will break the bank. 
Plus, if by some odd chance your fami- 
ly or dinner guests don’t devour an entire 
pan in one sitting, leftovers the next day are 
scrumptious. 

I’m not even positive where the reci- 
pe for these potatoes came from. My mom 
started making them one year. I’m guessing 
on the recommendation of a friend. At first, 
I refused to even try them — I don’t like 
two of the four ingredients on their own, so 
I had a hard time believing I would like the 
completed dish. More than a few helpings 
later I was stuffed and convinced my mom 
lied about the ingredients. How could may- 
onnaise, cheese and bacon do such sinfully 
delicious things to potatoes? 

I have a cousin who hates mayonnaise 
and refuses to eat anything with the ingre- 
dient in or on it. So on vacation one year 
when my mom made the potatoes, we 
decided not to tell my cousin there was 



mayonnaise in the dish. She had two help- 
ings before we let her in on the secret, and 
though she was surprised, it didn’t stop her 
from going back for thirds. 

The “cheesy potatoes” quickly became a 
holiday tradition and rarely surface at oth- 
er times of the year. The dish is rich with 
flavor (and calories), so keeping our con- 
sumption of them to a minimum always 
seems like the wise decision. 

Occasionally at summer picnics with 
large crowds my mom will make the dish, 
and I recently tested them out for the first 
time at a small dinner party — to rave 
reviews. 

The dish is flavorful, and the ingredients 
all combine so that no single taste over- 
powers another. And with a richness not 
usually found in simple potato side dishes, 
a little bit goes a long way to feed a hungry 
crowd. This recipe is deceptively delicious, 
so don’t be surprised if people assume you 
spent hours in the kitchen creating it. 

My favorite thing about this recipe is 
that it’s not like other potato side dishes 
I’ve had before. It’s not classic in the sense 
of mashed potatoes or seasonal like pota- 
to salad. But the recipe transforms basic 
potatoes into delectable bites in no time, 
which is ideal for any time of the year.

Cheesy potatoes 

1 5-pound bag Idaho potatoes 
6 to 8 slices of bacon 
VA to P/4 cups mayonnaise, depending on 
size of potatoes 

8 to 10 ounces of Velveeta cheese 

In a large pot add enough water to cover 
full, unpeeled potatoes. Boil the potatoes 
until fork-tender. Drain and let cool until 
cool enough to handle. Meanwhile, cook 
bacon until crispy enough to crumble into 


small pieces (think bacon bits), and set 
aside. Cut the Velveeta cheese into cubes. 
Once the potatoes are cool enough to 
touch, remove the skin. It should peel right 
off just using your fingers. Once peeled, 
cube the potatoes, or break into pieces with 
your hands; multi- size chunks are fine. 

In a bowl, combine the potatoes, mayon- 
naise, cheese and half the bacon. Spread 
the mixture into a 9x13 pan and top with 
the remaining bacon. Bake on 375 degrees 
for about 35 minutes or until the cheese is 
melted and the dish is heated through.

Recipes for the sweet tooth 

Poppy seed 
muffins 

After the fudgy choeolate eookies, after 
the stieky candy canes, after the bitingly 
sweet icing on the gingerbread man cook- 
ies, and the never-ending stream of red and 
green M&Ms, perhaps it would be best if 
we didn’t think about dessert right now. 

But, since I am congenitally unable to 
not think about baking in some way, let 
us turn our attention to the kind of baked 
goods better enjoyed in the morning. 
Whether you are hosting a few friends for a 
post-Christmas gathering or hanging out on 
New Year’s morning in your pajamas, you 
are going to need sustenance. 

So let me introduce you to my new 
friend, the tangerine poppy seed muffin. 

I have always found poppy seeds rather 
beautiful — tiny little nuggets or black or 
silvery blue. But I never had much use for 
them. 

Poppy seeds most often show up sprin- 
kled on bagels or floating in lemon-flavored 
Bundt cakes and quick breads. Poppy seed 
paste is also a common filling for haman- 
taschen, a triangular cookie traditionally 
eaten on the Jewish holiday of Purim. I 
must admit that I have generally found 



these options uninspiring. 

Then I came across a recipe in The Smit- 
ten Kitchen Cookbook, a recipe for plum 
poppy seed muffins. Author Deb Perelman 
spoke so enthusiastically of introducing 
poppy seeds to new horizons and letting 
them explore new fruit flavors that I add- 
ed plums to my shopping list immediately. 

Then the supermarket failed to have any 
of my chosen fruit and I was left searching 
for plan B. The answer? Two tangerines I 
already had in my fridge. Citrus is a perfect 
seasonal flavor this time of year and tanger- 
ines have a bright sweetness that would be 
perfect for my goal of baking something a 
little lighter than the desserts of recent days. 

A few more tweaks to Perelman’s recipe 
and I had these delightful little mid-morning 
treats. They are sweet but not cloying and 
laced through with the light nutty crunch 
of poppy seeds. I ate two fresh out of the 
oven, but if you feel like being a grown-up 
about it, they make a perfect light breakfast 
or accompaniment to an afternoon cup of 
tea. Enjoy. — Sarah Shemkus A 



Tangerine Poppy Seed Muffins 

Generously adapted from The Smitten 
Kitchen Cookbook. 

1 !/2 cup flour 

!/2 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons poppy seeds 

6 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted and 
cooled 
1 large egg 
cup sugar 

14 cup light brown sugar 
y4 cup sour cream 
1 tablespoon grated tangerine peel 
!4 cup fresh tangerine juice 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Line 10 cups 
in a 12-cup muffin pan with paper liners. 

In a medium mixing bowl, mix together 
flour, baking powder, baking soda, salt, and 
poppy seeds. In a separate, large mixing 
bowl, whisk together egg and sugars. Mix 
in melted butter, then sour cream, peel, 
and juice. Stir in dry ingredients just until 
moistened. Batter will be lumpy. 

Divide batter among prepared cups. Bake 
for 14 to 17 minutes, until just turning 
golden brown around the edges. Remove 
muffins from pan and cool on wire rack.

We have such a great group of winemak- 
ers and brewers in this state. This year, I 
was able to meet some new people and was 
happily welcomed to try their wine or beer 
and hear their stories. 

Once again this year, I started off by 
attending two great wine events, with both 
benefiting area charities. The first was the 
Easter Seals Wine Spectacular in Man- 
chester, followed by the Heart of the 
Grape in Concord, a benefit for the Genetic 
Counseling Program at Concord Hospital’s 
Breast Care Center. I love events like this, 
because they always give me the opportu- 
nity to try and discover new wines. 

In May, I had the chance to attend Her- 
mit Woods Winery’s Wine Release 
Dinner. A group of us tried some wines 
at the winery in Sanbomton, followed by 
a wine pairing dinner from Local Eatery 
Chef Kevin Halligan, held at Lake House 
at Ferry Point down the road. This was an 
amazing experience, and I was thankful to 
be part of it and have the chance to try Her- 
mit Woods’ wines, which sold out quickly 
throughout the season. 

Hermit Woods has outgrown its current 
Sanbomton location and has purchased 
a property in downtown Meredith. The 
owners are hoping to have their new win- 
ery and tasting room ready to open in late 
January. Visit their website and Facebook 
pages for updates. 

Sweet Baby Vineyard in Kingston 
released its new brand earlier this year, 
featuring a new logo and wine labels. They 
also released two new wines, a cabernet 
sauvignon and a pinot grigio. I had the 
chance to try both at their Label Release 
Party and was very impressed. 

This summer, my family once again 
held a group sangria tasting. My aunt 
and I concoct several sangrias using our 
own recipes and let family members vote 
on their favorites. This has become a vaca- 
tion tradition that I hope continues. It’s fun 
to hear their feedback and have them guess 


what is in each recipe. 

The third annual Lakes Region Barrel 
Tasting Weekend was a huge success again 
this year despite cold, rainy weather. Win- 
eries open their doors to guests, who have 
the chance to try wines still going through 
the aging process. Participating wineries 
included Coffin Cellars in Webster, Her- 
mit Woods, Haunting Whisper Vineyards 
in Danbury, Gilmanton Winery, New- 
found Lake Vineyards in Bristol, Sap House 
Meadery in Ossipee and Stone Gate Vine- 
yard in Gilford. This is my favorite event of 
the year, and if you haven’t attended yet, I 
highly recommend saving the date in 2014. 

Stone Gate Vineyard, one of my favor- 
ite wineries, closed its doors at the end of 
its 2013 season. Owners Peter and Jane 
Ellis were ready to retire and spend more 
time with their family. But not all is lost, as 
Haunting Whisper will be making Stone 
Gate's grapes into wine. I wish the Ellis- 
es nothing but the best and hope they have 
finally had a chance to sit down and relax 
with a glass of good wine. 

I finally visited Jewell Towne Vine- 
yards in South Hampton and repeatedly 
asked myself what took me so long. They 
have a beautiful property and vineyard, 
cozy tasting room and really great wines. 
I already knew I liked their wine, but was 
able to try a few different wines in the tast- 
ing room. Their staff is so great and helpful 
with suggestions. I have already gone back 
and am looking forward to many more 
visits. 

My year wasn’t spent just tasting wine. I 
also attended a few beer events, including 
an open house at White Birch Brewing, 
the Southern New Hampshire Brew- 
ers’ Festival and a private tasting for Able 
Ebenezer Brewing Company, opening 
in the spring. All of these events gave me 
the opportunity to try new beers, and I was 
pleasantly surprised. I had a great time at 
the Brewers’ Festival and am looking for- 
ward to visiting the Able Ebenezer tasting 
room in Merrimack. 

With the holiday season winding down, 
I have enjoyed sharing wine with family 
and friends. A good bottle of wine brings 
people together and enables great conver- 
sation. I am so thankful for everything I 
have been able to do and experience this 
year and am looking forward to an equally 
exciting 2014.

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

New Year’s Eve means it’s time to 
uneork some bubbly. But does it have to be 
Champagne? 

Though there are good Champagnes 
(that is, sparkling wine from the Cham- 
pagne region of Franee) for less than the 
$230 you’d pay for a bottle of Moet & 
Chandon Dom Perignon Rose, there are 
also some non-Champagne but Cham- 
pagne-like options available for right 
around $20. 

The Santa Margherita Valdobbiadene 
Prosecco Superior (on sale for $19.99, 
regularly prieed $23.99) is an Italian spar- 
kling wine that, like most proseeeos, is 
more erisp than Freneh Champagne tends 
to be. Crisp but also not partieularly tart 
and surprisingly full, this proseeeo is aetu- 
ally a good piek for those looking for 
something with more of the roundness you 
ean get from Champagne. Pale gold in eol- 
or, this wine has aromas of apple as well as 
toasted notes. Fike most sparkling wines, it 
was tasty on its own but it also went well 
with some sugar eookies. 

The Mumm Brut Rose from Napa Val- 
ley (on sale for $16.99, regularly prieed at 
$19.99) is a good example of a California 
take on sparkling wine. Pretty pale pink 
in eolor, this wine has hints of floral notes 
and yeasty aromas (as you’d get with tradi- 
tional Champagne, though the yeastiness is 
not as strong here). Flavor- wise, the wine 


aetually sits right in between sweet and dry 
— there are some pretty Champagne fla- 
vors here, but the wine itself isn’t sweet. 
It’s full with some yeastiness, an overall 
easy sipper that won’t disappoint Cham- 
pagne fans. 

We also pieked up a bottle of Gloria 
Ferrer Sououia Brut (on sale for $18.99, 
regularly prieed at $20.99), one of our 
favorite good-value California sparkling 
wines. This warm gold-y pink eolored wine 
is the eolor you usually see things labeled 
“champagne”color. On the nose, we got 
notes of oaky toastiness, yeastiness and 
something that is faintly sweet and tart — 
eitrus notes, one of us said; the other said 
raspberry. “You’re not going to find many 
things that give you this mueh fun for $20” 
was what one of us said about the flavor. 
The wine blends the ehampagne fullness 
and yeastiness with a very pleasant tartness 
that keeps it from feeling heavy, and while 
the wine isn’t sweet, it has flavors that 
hint at sweet- tart things. (Citrus? Raspber- 
ry? Some kind of raspberry-lime riekey? 
Either way, it’s not at all sugary, just fla- 
vorful.) An all-around lovely, bubbly glass 
of wine, the Gloria Ferrer is a niee way to 
toast to the end of 2013 and the beginning 
of a new year. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too mueh of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank. Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. ^

Worth playing 

The best games of 2013 

In no particular order, and with no claim 
of unassailable superiority, here are the 
games I found exceptionally enjoyable this 
year. Throw your money at them before 
your cool gamer friends disavow you! 

Monaco: What’s yours is mine (PC/360) 
Pocketwatch Games’ top down stealth 
action multiplayer co-op (with a throwback 
Atari-esque art style) has been making me 
drool for years at convention demo booths. 
Finally they released it and, surprise, it 
is a charming, frantic and exciting action 
game. If you are interested in an original 
take on stealth games, check it out. 
Mascarade (tabletop card game) 

Bruno Faidutti’s most recent release is a 
large group (six or more players, ideally), 
hidden role/b luffing card game. Each play- 
er is attempting to use the character card’s 
unique power afforded him to earn 13 gold, 
but you can totally lie about who you are 
and what you can do. Limiting your action 
to swapping identities with foes, activating 
an ability or inspecting your own identity 
make every round of this wonderful table- 
top game engrossing. 

The Cave (PC/PS3/360/WiiU/iOS) 
Double Fine’s side-scrolling puzzle plat- 
former is a sweet homage to classic Sierra 
adventure games and modem indie puzzlers. 
The twist is that you choose a team of char- 
acters who must use their unique skills to 
navigate the titular cave and explore its mys- 
teries. The Cave is a charming game with a 
hefty amount of replayability that knows what 
it is trying to execute and does so flawlessly. 
Saints Row 4 (PC/PS3/360) 

Man, sometimes stupid is so overwhelm- 
ing that you have to sucumb to it like a force 
of nature. Volition’s latest entry isn’t the best 
Saint s Row game, oddly enough, but it is the 
best Grand Theft Auto (or more accurately 
Crackdown) mutation to ever shoot gravity- 
reversing energy blasts from its fists. 
Forbidden Desert (boardgame) 

Matt Leacock, designer of Pandem- 
ic, returned this year with the entry-level 
cooperative survival board game sequel to 
Forbidden Island. Desert ups the complex- 
ity and challenge of Island while adding 
the twist of a constantly shifting modular 
board. I was surprised how this game kept 


me on my mental toes throughout 2013. 
Boss Monster (boardgame) 

A dungeon-building card game where 
players compete to create the lethalist five- 
room meat grinder. As a 1980s style fantasy 
monster, you lure an increasingly difficult 
series of adventurers to your dungeon and, 
hopefully, to their doom. The ability to 
sequence room abilities and interrupt oppo- 
nent dungeons is well-balanced and fun. 
Space Cadets: Dice Duel (boardgame) 
From the outside it might look like 
“Yelling & Rolling Dice: The Game” but 
Space Cadets: DD is far more clever than 
that. Two teams play opposing starships 
and must frantically coordinate their dice 
rolls and power allocation to outmaneuver 
and outfight one another. 

Guacamelee! (PC/PS3/Vita) 
Luchadors!?! Yes, please. This Mexican 
wrestling and Dia de Muertos Metroidva- 
nia has an outstanding art style, a satisfying 
snap to its platforming controls and sur- 
prisingly deep combat mechanics. 
Shadowrun Returns (PC/iOS) 
Harebrained Schemes did right by the 
classic isometric RPG from the 16-bit era. 
The schizophrenic world of Shadowrun 
(think Blade Runner + Lord of the Rings) 
takes a certain balance of chutzpah to pull 
off without seeming irredeemably dorky, 
and Shadowrun Returns makes it work. 
DOTA 2 (PC/Mac) 

MOB As (don’t ask) are a huge deal in 
the nascent “eSports” world. But don’t let 
that, or the absurdly steep learning curve, 
scare you off. DOTA 2 might be perfect? 
While I’ve logged far too many hours get- 
ting labeled a feeder and ruining my team’s 
chances, it is an amazingly strategic and 
rewarding game. — Glenn Given

Lisa Gardner says you must Fear Nothing

What if you couldn’t feel physical pain? 

It’s the question New Hampshire writer 
Lisa Gardner pondered while she envisioned 
her latest book, Fear Nothing. It was prompt- 
ed by an artiele she read in The New Yorker 
about a girl who suffered a genetie mutation 
with this effect. 

‘T’d never heard of any- 
thing like it,” Gardner said in 
a phone interview. ‘T confess, 

I myself have been a sufferer 
of ehronic pain since my early 
30s. The idea of going through 
life eompletely pain-free 
sounded amazing. But then 
you read about these kids; it’s 
really terrible. Most of them 
don’t live past age 3.” 

But pain, she said, is an indi- 
cator that something is wrong; 
children who suffer from pain 
sensory disorders have a high 
mortality rate and few live to adulthood. 
The ehildren who do make it don’t live nor- 
mal childhoods. They must, as does a main 
charaeter in Fear Nothing, find other ways 
to register threats to their physieal well-being 
and avoid those threats. 

‘T read about how alienating it can be, not 
to feel something that everyone else knows. 
At that moment, I thought. That’s the 
book,”’ Gardner said. 

But it wouldn’t be a Lisa Gardner book 
without a murder to solve. Fear Nothing, 
set to be released Jan. 7, follows two sisters, 
Adeline Glen and Shana Day, who eouldn’t 
be more different. One, Adeline, ean’t feel 
pain; the other, Shana, ean’t feel empathy. 
They were raised separately beeause of Ade- 
line’s genetic SCN9a mutation (which their 
foster mother discovered when Adeline was 
3, when Shana slashed seissors across her sis- 
ter’s forearm and Adeline didn’t reaet). 

They lived opposite lives. Adeline beeame 
a doetor. Shana beeame a murderer at 14. 
Blood is the only eommonality between the 
two — more speeifically, the blood they 
share with their father, Harry Day, an infa- 
mous serial killer who’s been dead for years. 

But this eommon link comes to surfaee

and beeomes extremely important in solving 
a series of murders that oeeur 30 years after 
Shana’s first killing, all of whieh eontain the 
same traekings: a bottle of ehampagne and 
a single red rose. In Gardner’s eighth book 
starring the deteetive, D.D. Warren seeks 
help from these sisters in traeking down the 
killer who, aeeording to the book’s deserip- 
tion, seems to know something about Harry 
Day that he shouldn’t. 

Fear Nothing, Gardner said, 
follows her standard crime 
fiction formula: murder, sus- 
pense, climax and resolution. 
But there’s a little more, too. 

'Fear Nothing, at the end 
of the day, is about family. 
You have one sister who can’t 
feel pain, another who can’t 
feel empathy. Both are survi- 
vors of this house of horrors, 
as their father was one of the 
most notorious serial kill- 
ers,” Gardner said. “One was 
sueeessful, eultured, well-edu- 
eated, and the other sister, frankly, went to 
follow her father’s footsteps.” 

“But there’s a bond. ... She [Adeline] 
keeps visiting her sister once a month. ... 
They’re so unalike, but they just plain need 
eaeh other,” Gardner said. 

It’s not always easy eoming up with her 
books’ seenarios. If you’ve been to North 
Conway reeently, you might have seen Gard- 
ner trying to solve the mystery herself She 
often brainstorms by hiking outside. 

Gardner, an Oregon native who moved to 
North Conway about 10 years ago, says it’s 
always a leap of faith writing a book, partie- 
ularly a mystery novel. Though she’s written 
nearly 30 novels (the first of which was pub- 
lished when she was 20), it never seems to 
get easier. 

“You have to have faith sooner or later that 
it will make sense,” she said. 

But she often meets people who help it to 
make sense; she’s a self-described “researeh 
junkie,” which, she admits, could be just 
plain proerastination, but she enjoys piek- 
ing real deteetives’ brains during the writing 
proeess. These deteetives, national and loeal, 
often end up infiueneing the plot of her book. 

“I’ve met very smart and fortheoming peo- 
ple. . . . It’s interesting to me how I think I’m 
being eool and clever, and they ean often 
solve the ease in five pages or less. . . . They 
give me the real-world proeedure. ... I like 
to think it’s fun for the experts, too, beeause 
they get to show off how mueh they know. 
With fietional erime, you don’t have to worry 
about saying too mueh. Normally it’s really 
diffieult for deteetives to talk about their job,” 
Gardner said. A

The year in books 


Another year, another Janet Evanov- 
ieh novel. (Or two.) That’s predietable as 
mud in Mareh, as was the sueeess of Dan 
Brown’s Inferno, Sheryl Sandberg’s Lean 
In, and J.K. Rowling-writing-as-Robert- 
Galbraith’s The Cuckoo s Calling. 

In a world in whieh a million new titles 
are released every year, thousands of exeel- 
lent books get short shrift, elbowed aside by 
splashier titles even if they briefly inhabit 
bestseller lists. Among this year’s dwarfed 
stars were a memoir about a body-building 
librarian with Tourette syndrome, an exam- 
ination of what makes a home a dwelling, 
and a profanity-laeed testament to “liv- 
ing out loud” by a former aleoholie turned 
mother of four. 

Of the 2013 releases that The Hip- 
po reviewed this year, here are six of our 
favorites: 

The End of Nighty by Paul Bogard (Lit- 
tle, Brown and Co., 271 pages) 

Three thousand stars should be visible 
to the human eye, but beeause of light pol- 
lution, most people see a few hundred of 
them, if that. The ineessant illumination 
that is eharaeteristie of modern life eosts 
us in other ways too, detailed here in an 
absorbing journey, the author’s seareh for 
darkness in an age of artifieial light. The 
eoneems are not merely aesthetie. The 
issues raised here inelude the physieal mal- 
adies that affeet third-shift workers whose 
sehedules interrupt eireadian rhythms; the 
disruption of migratory patterns, and the 
deaths of tens of thousands of birds as arti- 
fieial light and struetures disrupt aneient 
patterns; the inability of humans to distin- 
guish rational from irrational fears. Part 
journalism, part memoir. The End of Night is 
a book that will eompel you not just to read.

Lake People,, by Abi Max- 
well (Alfred A. Knopf , 

210 pages) 

Abi Maxwell grew up in 
the Lakes Region of New 
Hampshire, where this 
hauntingly beautiful novel 
is set. Formerly an assis- 
tant librarian at the Gilford 
Publie Library, she’s now 
apparently writing full- 
time, and deservedly so. 

This novel exeels among 
not just the region’s fietion offerings, but 
the nation’s. Aliee Thornton, the endear- 
ing protagonist, is a woman in seareh of 
answers: why she was adopted, why she 
was raised without a mother, why strang- 
ers so often hint of what seems a shameful 
baekstory, why she feels so strangely drawn 
to the glittering, deadly Bear Lake. “I like 
to think my birth parents believed that this 
lake would hold me, keep me safe, but I 
don ’t see how that could possibly be true, 
for it turns out I come from a long line of 
people swallowed by these waters. ” Lake 
People is about families, the seerets they 
keep and the ones they reluetantly tell. It’s 
home-grown page-turner with rare power 
to transfix. 

Carry On, Warrior, by Glennon Doyle 
Melton (Scribner, 266 pages) 

The world is full of bloggers hoping to 
seore a book deal and a rabid following; 
Glennon Doyle Melton is one of a handful 
who aetually sueeeed. Her blog is Momas- 
tery.eom, and Carry On, Warrior is the sum 
of its parts. Melton is a reeovering bulimie, 
aleoholie and drug user who stumbled into 
a storybook family beeause of an unplanned 



pregnaney. She stopped 
hiding her past when she 
realized how few women 
are honest with eaeh other 
beeause they’re “too busy 
talking about important 
things, like soeeer prae- 
tiee and highlights.” Now, 
she “lives out loud” to 
eneourage other people to 
stop pretending that every- 
thing’s so damned perfeet. 
“Life without touehing 
other people is boring as 
hell,” says Melton in this 
memoir that is eompul- 
sively readable and hoot-out-loud funny. 

World's Strongest Librarian, by Josh 
Hanagarne (Gotham, 288 pages) 

An improbable memoir about an improb- 
able guy, The World s Strongest Librarian 
is the story of a skeptieal Mormon with 
Tourette syndrome who beeomes a librar- 
ian and takes up extreme body-building in 
the hope of alleviating his debilitating (and 
noisy) ties. Yeah. But it works. It all bub- 
bles merrily into one faseinating stew of a 
life, engrossing even if you share nothing 
in eommon with the author. Hanagarne is 
like kittens on YouTube — utterly endear- 
ing. After a few ehapters, we look at him 
like his fianeee eventually will, “the way 
Fern looked down on Wilbur the pig when 
he was in the stroller.” This is the best kind 
of a memoir, an honest one, not about the 
big things in life, but the little. 

Dwelling in Possibility, by Howard 
Mansfield (Bauhan Publishing, 217 
pages) 

The seeond New Hampshire author on 
this list, Haneoek resident Howard Man- 
sfield earned sustained applause with a 
quirky, melodie look about what our homes

Far From the Madding Crowd 

By Thomas Hardy 

(Originally published in 1874) 

I first read this classic novel in college. 
As an English major, I took a class on 
Thomas Hardy, and of the five novels we 
read. Far From the Madding Crowd was 
the one I fell in love with and wound up 
writing my senior thesis about. 

I recently re-read it for a second time (it 
took me years to want to read it again after 
studying it intensively — literally word 
for word — for months on end), and I was 
blown away, just like the first time I read 
it, by the story, the characters and the lan- 
guage. It’s the exquisite kind of writing 
that makes you want to keep a notebook 
nearby while you read so you can stop and 
write down some of the most gorgeous sen- 
tences you’ll probably ever read. 

The story is so many things, from a 
character study of female protagonist Bath- 
sheba Everdene to a debate over what real, 
lasting love is. Bathsheba, when not busy 
overseeing the farm she owns (an anom- 
aly for a woman in the late 1800s), tends 
to matters of the heart, becoming infatu- 
ated with Sergeant Francis Troy, fending 


off initial advances 
from Gabriel Oak 
(whom she hires as 
her shepherd, then 
fires, then hires 
again — just one 
example of what 
that roller-coaster 
relationship is all 
about) and dealing 
with the conse- 
quences of the love 
letter she sent to the wealthy and revered 
William Boldwood as a joke. The letter 
said “Marry Me,” and getting that letter 
turns Boldwood into a man obsessed with 
a woman who doesn’t love him but suffers 
enough guilt from her actions that she can’t 
just walk away. 

What I wrote about in my thesis was pas- 
sion vs. friendship — specifically, which is 
the better basis for marriage and “happily 
ever after.” It’s a theme that’s been written 
about thousands of times since, although 
I would argue that the character develop- 
ment and prose in Far From the Madding 
Crowd is Far From Modem Chick Fit. It 
might take a little longer to read — after 
all, it was written by an Englishman in 
1874, back when language was smart- 
er and more sophisticated — but the story 
will stay with you long after you breeze 
through a stack of modem romances. — 
Meghan Siegler M

The pretty-good, 
totally fine year 

A look at the best, worst and OK of 2013

2013 was pretty good at the movie the- 
ater — not outstanding, but not terrible. 

Looking back, I didn’t see a lot of 
greats among my reviews of this year’s 
movies, not a lot of classic animated 
movies or dramas for the ages. But there 
were a relatively few complete failures 
as well. Most movies fell somewhere 
in the middle, and many tended toward 
above average, even if ever so slight- 
ly. Blockbusters fared the worst — there 
was no summer tent pole movie that real- 
ly delighted, and there were quite a few 
“meh”s {Iron Man 3, The Great Gats- 
by, Pacific Rim) and worse {Kick- Ass 2, 
Smurfs 2, The Wolverine, RED 2, RIPD). 
On the bright side, looking back, there 
were almost no traditional romantic com- 
edies, a genre that needed a rest. 

As usual, there are a few of the big 
award-hopefuls that haven’t come to 
a theater near me yet: The Wolf of Wall 
Street, Her, August: Osage County, Inside 
Llewyn Davis, Mandela: Long Walk to 
Freedom and Labor Day. But, of movies 
I’ve viewed in 2013, here are my picks 
for the best, worst and weirdest things to 
come to the cineplex. 

Best animated movie: The Blue 
Umbrella A perfect example of the “not 


great but not terrible” tone of the year, 
the animation category had no stand-out 
for me, but I deeply enjoyed the short 
The Blue Umbrella, which ran before 
Monsters University. This Pixar short 
was pretty to look at and a sweet story 
about an umbrella who finds kindness in 
the city. 

Worst animated movie: Free Bird 
The turkey s-as-Native- Americans story 
isn’t offensive, exactly, but it is excep- 
tionally weird and off-putting. 

Hey, sequels aren’t that bad, horror- 
edition: Insidious: Chapter 2 Picking up 
exactly where the first movie left off, this 
horror film did a perfect job of recaptur- 
ing that movie’s spookiness and quirky 
sense of humor. 

Hey, sequels aren’t that bad, come- 
dy edition: Anchorman 2: The Legend 
Continues This sequel is at its best when 
it goes full-tilt stupid. 

Hey, sequels aren’t that bad, block- 
buster edition: The Hunger Games: 
Catching Fire Visually interesting and 
given gravitas by the intense performance 
of Jennifer Lawrence, this second install- 
ment was enjoyable in and of itself and 
left me excited for the next chapter. 

Oh, wait, never mind: The Hobbit: 
Desolation of SmauglThor: The Dark 
World These bloated sequels felt like 
they just checked some box in a multi- 
movie contract. The titular characters

Best movie I’m still not sure how I 
feel about: Blue Jasmine Woody Allen’s 


latest, a riff on A Streetcar Named Desire, 
is annoying and fascinating and you can’t 
take your eyes off the gimmicky but mag- 
netic performance by Cate Blanchett. 

Worst movie I don’t know how to 
feel about: Man of Steel Honest Trail- 
ers said it best: “God forbid a Superman 
movie be any damn fun for anybody.” 

Best movie about dudes being dudes: 

Don Jon Joseph Gordon-Levitt wrote, 
directed and starred in this top-notch 
comedy about love, unrealistic expecta- 
tions and maturity.

American Hustle (R) 

A moderately successful con man, 
his wife, his girlfriend, an FBI agent, 
the mafia and a New Jersey mayor 
all get tangled up in a long con in 
American Hustle, a comic drama 
from David O. Russell based loosely 
on the ABSCAM scandal of 1980. 

Irving Rosenfeld (Christian Bale, nicely 
disguised with tummy paunch and elab- 
orate comb over) is a con man. He also 
owns dry cleaners and a glass business, 
but he seems to most enjoy his scam- 
related work — art forgeries, convincing 
guys to give him $5,000 in exchange for 
a loan that will never materialize, relative- 
ly small-time stuff like this. His girlfriend, 
Sydney Prosser (Amy Adams), appreciates 
his cons and helps him improve them. She 
adopts an English accent and claims “Lon- 
don banking connections” that give his 
game an even more believable sheen. But 
one of their marks turns out to be FBI agent 
Richie DiMaso (Bradley Cooper). When 
he nabs them, he offers them a deal — help 
him catch four other bigger-fish criminals 
in a financial swindle and he’ll give them 
immunity. Irving comes up with the idea 
for a sheik — initially played by a bud- 
dy from Queens, later by an FBI agent of 


Mexican descent (Michael Pena) — look- 
ing to invest in the rebuilding of Atlantic 
City. Though Irving’s plan was simply to 
go after other scammers, the plan quickly 
draws in Carmine Polito (Jeremy Renner), 
the mayor of Camden, New Jersey. To 
get the money to invest in all the revital- 
ized casinos — and the jobs they’ll bring 
with them — he’s willing to take a few 
bribes and hand a few bribes out to others, 
including the congressmen and senators 
needed to help fast-track the sheik’s Amer- 
ican citizenship, which experts tell Irving 
and Carmine, is the easiest way to ensure 
they will get all the right gaming licens- 
es. In addition to politicians, the mafia 
becomes interested in the scheme, includ- 
ing a mobster named Tellegio (Robert De 
Niro), whose thing, we’re told, is leaving 
the bodies of the people he’s killed out in 
public as a warning to others. 

Of course, this ever-expanding con is 
not a tightly run ship. DiMaso ’s success- 
es seem to be as much about luck as about 
skill and he does not have the confidence 
of his superiors, including Stoddard Thors- 
en (Louis C.K.). Irving’s relationship with 
Sydney is in a constant state of turmoil 
— in part due to his marriage to Rosalyn 
(Jennifer Lawrence), a woman who seems

to set a lot of unintentional fires (a faet that 
partieularly disturbs Irving because she is the 
primary caregiver for their young son). Rosa- 
lyn’s relationship with Irving is also odd. She 
knows, probably, about his infidelities but 
won’t divorce him for some not-entirely- 
clear reason. Late in the movie, she turns for 
support to an odd source — is she not all that 
bright? Or just naive? Or reckless? Or smart- 
er than she lets on and very vindictive? Or 
some combination of all of those (Lawrence 
plays her so that any or all of these things 
— plus the possibility that Rosalyn is just 
straight-up nuts — could be true). 

And all of these characters are, to some 
degree, conning themselves. How else could 
a self-professed “good guy” mayor like Car- 
mine let himself be dragged into the shady 
business by Irving? Or Richie think that his 
expanding operation — targeting increasing- 
ly bigger fish despite a lack of really solid 
evidence — was so unshakable? And, at any 
given time, Irving and Sydney aren’t sure 
who the other is tmly trying to con. Irving 
brings Rosalyn to some events and Sydney 
flirts with Richie. Even though Sydney tells 
Irving she plans to get close to the FBI agent 
should they need a backup plan, neither 
Irving nor Richie is ever really sure whom 
she’s interested in. 

American Hustle reminded me a lot of 
Steven Soderbergh’s 2009 movie The Infor- 
mant!, starring Matt Damon. In this movie, 
as in that movie, we’re never really certain 
about the reliability of our narrating cen- 
tral characters. And each character here is 
an ornate little music box of a creation, with 
machinery unto him or herself that makes 
them unpredictable but in ways that are 
believable with the person we get to know. 
The actors are clearly enjoying these char- 
acters, which all involve not just twisty 
inner lives but odd wardrobe and appear- 
ance quirks that must make it feel like they 
are vanishing into the person. Lawrence’s at 
times maniacal-seeming Rosalyn, with her 
nails and her big blond up-do, or Cooper’s 
perpetually nervous-seeming Richie with his 
permed hair — I could have watched any 
one of these characters just be, just move 
around a room, lighting a cigarette or mak- 
ing a phone call. 

American Hustle takes these excellently 
crafted characters, puts them in a fun sto- 


ry and gives them tmly top-notch dialogue. 
Consider it David O. Russell’s Christmas 
gift to you; all he asks for (and will likely 
receive) in return is all the nominations dur- 
ing the upcoming award season. A 

Rated R for pervasive language, some sex- 
ual content and brief violence.

Should veteran news anchor 
Mack Harken (Harrison Ford — finally, 
someone figured out exactly how to use his 
gmffiiess) ever retire, they are poised to take 
his slot. And then the offer comes — but 
only for Veronica. Ron, Mack says, is the 
worst anchor he’s ever seen. It’s me or the 
job, Ron ultimatums Veronica. And thus, six 
months later we see a dmnken Ron serving 
as emcee at a dolphin show at Sea World 
while Veronica and their son are back in 
New York City. 

Having lost his son, his wife, his job and 
his reason to perfect his hair every day, Ron 
is ready to pack it in. But luckily, just then he 
receives a visit from Freddie Shapp (Dylan 
Baker), a news producer for a new 24-hours 
cable news station. The concept is crazy, Ron 
thinks, but it’s his chance to get back into the 
news game, so he grabs it and reassembles 
the old news team: Brick Tamaland (Steve 
Carell), Champ Kind (David Koechner) and 
Brian Fantana (Paul Rudd). Once they get 
to New York City, however, they find that 
the station job isn’t as cush as they’d hoped. 
They will be doing the overnight news shift 
— 2 a.m. to 5 a.m. A confrontation with a 
rival newsman at the station. Jack Lime 
(James Marsden), leads Ron to make a bet 
that he can get better ratings than prime time. 

How, exactly? 

At first, the guys consider just airing a 


porno. When that idea is nixed, Ron comes 
up with a revolutionary plan: Instead of giv- 
ing people the boring news they need to have, 
how about giving them the news they want? 
Give them stories about animals — lots of 
stories about animals. Give them stories 
about things that could kill them, give them 
stories about celebrities doing embarrass- 
ing things and, most importantly, give them 
stories that reaffirm their belief that America 
is the greatest country in the history of the 
world. And thus Ron’s new slogan: don’t just 
have a great night, have an American night. 

At first, Ron’s new boss, the ambitious, 
ratings-getting Linda Jackson (Meagan 
Good), is furious and fires Ron and his team. 
But then she sees the ratings from their for- 
gotten time slot and suddenly Ron and his 
team aren’t just heroes to the fledgling net- 
work, they are revolutionaries who change 
the face of TV news journalism. Specifically, 
they get rid of the “journalism” aspect entire- 
ly and hold the nation captivated with, for 
example, a car chase about which they can 
speculate wildly. 

True story: Immediately after seeing this 
movie, I walked next door to get a coffee. 
The barista asked what name to write on the 
cup. I had to pause and think about it. For 
a second, still bedazzled by the extravagant 
and gleeful stupidity of Anchorman 2, 1 actu- 
ally forgot my own name. 

Anchorman 2 is mid-level goofy fun. 
Every scene feels a bit like a contest between 
all the actors in that scene to try to get each 


other to crack up. Clearly everyone — from 
Ferrell himself to those with smaller parts, 
like Kristin Wiig — likes the outsized-silly 
character they are playing and relishes in 
taking the personality to its most idiotic 
extreme. (I can’t help it; I’m a sucker for 
watching actors, particularly comic actors, 
enjoy themselves in a movie. Even when the 
seams show, their enjoyment is infectious.) 
I found myself at times thinking that some 
jokes and some scenes wore themselves a 
little thin, and other times I found myself 
laughing embarrassingly loud for a theater 
as empty as the one I saw the movie in. 

And then came the movie’s final, oh, 30 
minutes or so. 

In terms of details. I’ll say only that there’s 
another news team battle, chock full of the 
same kind of goofy exaggerated stereotypes 
and delicious cameos as were in the first 
movie’s battle. But this one is perhaps even 
better — and it’s by far the best, the most 
joyfully stupid part of this movie. It’s here 
that the movie cuts the moorings with sense- 
making and just goes for full-tilt lunacy. 

It was awesome. 

I don’t know if I could have taken a whole 
movie of that — saving it for the climax was 
certainly a wise choice. But that chunk of 
the movie and other sections like that (a love 
scene between Ron and Linda that included 
clips of, for example, Jackie Robinson or the 
Kirk-Uhura kiss) are what made it for me. 
The commentary on TV news today isn’t too 
shabby either — I’d say the movie makes a

nice balance of using the ridiculousness of 
cable news for comic effect without trying to 
get preachy about it. 

The firstAnchorman was the stupidest thing 
I’ve liked the most. This movie doesn’t top 
that mark but it is a pretty solid runner-up. B+

minutes long and distributed by Paramount 
Pictures. 

Saving Mr. Banks (PG) 

Walt Disney woos a very reluctant 
P.L. Travers to buy the rights to her 
Mary Poppins stories in Saving Mr. 
Banks, a sweet nostalgia-filled movie 
about the creation of the 1964 Dis- 
ney movie Mary Poppins. 

P.L. Travers (Emma Thompson), or Pame- 
la, as she allows almost no one to call her, 
is very low on cash. Her agent, Diarmuid 
Russell (Ronan Vibert), tells her that with 
royalties down and no new book, finan- 
cially, she needs to do what she has been 
reluctant to do for two decades — sell the 
movie rights to Mary Poppins to Walt Dis- 
ney (Tom Hanks). But Mrs. Travers, as she 
insists on being called, is fearful of what Dis- 
ney will do with her beloved Mary Poppins 
and the Banks family. She thinks — with 
good reason — that he will turn her story into 
something syrupy and silly and sprinkled 
with animation. 

Disney, as he tells her when she visits Cali- 
fornia, has promised his two daughters that he 
will adapt the book. He’s already got a team 
working on the movie. When she arrives in 
Los Angeles, Travers meets Don DaGradoi 
(Bradley Whitford), the screenplay author, 
and Robert (B.J. Novak) and Richard Sher- 
man (Jason Schwartzman). She is horrified 
by the sunny changes they’ve made — the 
Banks’ house is too grand, she doesn’t under- 
stand why the mother has to be a suffragette, 
she doesn’t like the songs. 

And all this Poppins talk brings up in Trav- 


ers the origins of the stories, which are the 
origins of her story. We see her as a child 
growing up in Australia. After her father 
(Colin Farrell) loses a job in a city, the family 
moves out to a small town labeled “end of the 
line” on the train schedule. He is full of sto- 
ries and dreams to enchant the young author, 
who he calls Ginty (Annie Rose Buckley), 
and her sisters. But his fun also comes with 
a drinking problem and an inability to hold a 
job that has Ginty ’s mother, Margaret (Ruth 
Wilson), on the edge of her emotional rope. 
When her mother’s sister, Ellie (Rachel 
Griffiths), shows up at the family house with 
her umbrella and her giant carpet bag, she 
seems to bring an almost magical order. 

Saving Mr. Banks was possibly scientifi- 
cally imagineered in some Disney lab to be 
just the right amount of sentimental, nostal- 
gic, sweet and funny. While watching it, I 
felt at times like I wasn’t so much having an 
organic experience as being led through an 
“organic experience,” much like one would 
be led through, say, a ride celebrating the cul- 
tures of the world. That said, it is a very good 
ride, top notch, with no detail overlooked, 
like the kind Walt himself would design, at 
least the way the movie presents Disney’s 
intense interest in crafting each of his proj- 
ects. (In fact, that’s another brilliant thing that 
this Disney movie about Disney movies does 
— which is to remind you what high-qual- 
ity, perfect-pitch creations Disney products 
can be.) It’s impossible — or at least I find 
it impossible — not to be charmed by Amer- 
ica’s sweetheart, Mr. Tom Hanks, and our 
favorite British lady, Emma Thompson (who 
has created her own excellent tales of chil- 
dren in need of care with the Nanny McPhee 
movies). I enjoyed the little Easter eggs of 
classic Disney (a throw-away line by Whit- 
ford’s character when Disney is headed into 
the studio — “man is in the forest” — was 
particularly cute) and the focus on the cre- 
ation of little moments and details from the 
Julie Andrews classic as much as I enjoyed 
the history of Disney stuff and the general 
fun that Thompson was clearly having being 
such a persnickety character. And while even

the happiest seenes of Travers’ ehildhood 
are full of tragedy foreshadowing, I held it 
together until, for whatever reason, the seene 
where DiGradio and the Shermans intro- 
dueed Travers to “Let’s Go Fly a Kite” hit me 
like a sueker puneh to the feelings. I honest- 
ly ean’t say if the seene really had the subtle 
blend of joy, emotional rawness and eharae- 
ter development that made it feel so joyfully 
bittersweet or if just hearing the song pinged 
some deep, lizard-brain ehildhood thing for 
me. I ean’t say, but I’ll bet some Disney sei- 
entist eould tell you exaetly what they were 
doing and how they did it. 

Whieh is to say that if Saving Mr. Banks 
is emotionally manipulative — probably — 
I’m OK with that. I’ve felt for a while now 
that there was some shared DNA, some next 
generation of fairy-godmothers eonneetion 
between Julie Andrews and Emma Thomp- 
son, and this movie just heightened that 
quality. Somehow, the many many spoonfuls 
of sugar (ineluding a sympathetie limo driver 
eharaeter played by Paul Giamatti that eould 
have been unbearable) in this movie remain 
sweet but light, instead of weighing the pro- 
duetion down with syrup. I found myself 
eharmed and left lost in a pleasant haze of 
nostalgia for Mary Poppins (whieh, wouldn’t 
you know it, just had its 50th anniversary 
DVD rerelease a few weeks ago). A- 

Rated PG for thematic elements includ- 
ing some unsettling images. Directed by 
John Lee Hancock and written by Kelly Mar- 
cel and Sue Smith, Saving Mr. Banks is two 
hours and five minutes long and distributed 
by (but of course) Walt Disney Studios. 

Walking with Dinosaurs 3D 
(PG) 

Learn the scientific names of dino- 
saurs whiie watching an extremely pat 
story about survival in the prehistor- 
ic world in Walking With Dinosaurs, a 
flat, unfun, mostly animated feature. 

The story of a group of dinosaurs living in 
Alaska is bookended by live-aetion people: 
A sullen teenager (Charlie Rowe) is foreed 
to ride along on a dig with his paleontolo- 
gist unele, Karl Urban. A talking bird named 
Alex (voiee of John Leguizamo) then weaves 
the story of an old tooth the unele found, 
thus enehanting the teen with what beeomes 
voiee-over narration of the main tale. 

Onee upon a time — or, as one might say, 
in The Land Before Time — a young Paehyrhi- 
nosaurus named Patehi (voiee of Justin Long) 
is the runt of the litter but full of spirit. As he 
gets bigger, he remains friends with prehistor- 
ie bird Alex, the Alexomis, and is pieked on by 
his stronger, bigger brother, Seowler (Skyler 
Stone). Though small and a little on the meek 
side, Patehi is elearly the brains to Seowler ’s 
brawn. During a seasonal migration, the two 
brothers are separated from their parents, who, 
spoiler alert I guess, go the way of so many 
dinosaur family members before them (see Ice 


Age and all its sequels) and leave Patehi and 
Seowler to fend for themselves as they eross 
the prehistorie Alaskan landseape looking for 
warmer feeding grounds. Luekily, they find 
fellow travelers in another paehyrhinosaurus 
herd, whieh ineludes Juniper (Tiya Shear), a 
girl dinosaur Patehi fell in erush with after a 
ehanee meeting. They endure more difiieulty 
traveling between the winter and summer ter- 
ritories, most of whieh inelude predators both 
omnivore and eamivore. As time wears on, the 
pushy Seowler deeides he deserves to lead the 
paek even if Patehi is the better strategie think- 
er — for example, Patehi believes spring is not 
a good time to mareh a herd of giant animals 
aeross a frozen lake but Seowler disagrees. 

Baek a million years ago in the late 1990s 
when IMAX was a thing mostly found in 
museums and maybe in that one theater per 
metropolitan area, “IMAX movies” often 
meant films made espeeially for IMAX, 
often with some sort of foeus on learning. 
There was a lot of nature stuff, some histo- 
ry (I remember seeing a partieularly terrible 
movie about the Alamo) — though exqui- 
site-looking, these films were nothing all 
that impressive story- wise. The plots of 
sueh movies, when there were plots, were 
extremely seeondary to showing off what 
the visuals eould aeeomplish. This movie 

— whieh I saw in 3-D, though not in IMAX 

— reminded me of those films, espeeial- 
ly in the live-human opening and elosing 
shots, whieh were stilted and teaehy in a way 
most often assoeiated with 1960s edueation- 
al films about personal hygiene. The main 
story was a thin retread of previous dinosaur 
and prehistorie-themed movies with eharae- 
ters whose personalities would be the default 
settings in some animated-movie-seript-gen- 
erating software. 

The visuals, the looks of the dinosaurs 
themselves, are the most interesting and the 
oddest things about the movies. On the one 
hand, the movie seems very dedieated to 
making the dinosaurs look “realistie” — with 
individual features and eyes and mouths that 
look like animal rather than eartoon mouths. 
On the other hand, the dinosaur eharaeters 
are goofy in the very standard poop-joke 
kids’ eartoon way. The marriage of these 
too elements never quite fits — partieularly 
sinee, for the most part, only the eharaeters 
mentioned in my synopsis have “voiees,” 
while the rest just grunt and roar. There is 
no internal (to the movie) logie to how these 
dinosaurs talk. In the end, the movie falls 
somewhere between full-on animated movie 
and more naturey seienee film and is satisfy- 
ing as neither. D

Annals of science 

America’s foremost advocate for fron- 
tal lobotomies as “treatment” for mental 
disorder, the late Dr. Walter Freeman, 
performed an estimated 3,500 loboto- 
mies during the 1940s and 1950s before 
opposition finally solidified against him, 
according to a December 2013 investi- 
gation by The Wall Street Journal. At the 
peak of his influence, he was so confi- 
dent that he demonstrated the procedure to 
skeptics by hammering an icepick (“from 
his own kitchen,” the Journal reported) 
into both eye sockets of an electrical- 
shocked patient and “toggling” the picks 
around the brain tissue, certain that he 
was severing “correctly.” For years. Free- 
man (a neurologist untrained in surgery) 
marshaled positive feedback from enough 
patients and families for the procedure to 
survive criticism, and he spent his final 
years (until his death in 1972) securing 
patient testimonials to “prove” the valid- 
ity of lobotomies. 

Cultural diversity 

• Each Nov. 1 is a day (or two) of cra- 
ziness in the isolated mountain village of 
Todos Santos Cuchumatanes, Guatemala, 
where Mayan tradition commands contin- 
uous horse races through town, jockeyed 
by increasingly drunk riders, until only a 
sober-enough winner remains. Collisions 
occur in the Race of the Souls, and occa- 
sionally someone dies, but the misfortune 
is met with a collective shrug and regard- 
ed as a spiritual offering for fertile crops 
during the coming year, according to an 
eyewitness this year reporting for Vice, 
com. Ironically, for the rest of the year, the 
village is largely alcohol-free except for 
that on hand to sell to tourists. 

• Since the 13th century, sheepherders 
in Spain have had the right (still hon- 
ored) to use 78,000 miles of paths in the 
country for seasonal flock migrations — 
even some streets of Madrid, including 
a crossing of Puerta del Sol, described 
as Madrid’s Times Square. The shep- 
herds pay a customary, token duty, which, 
according to an October Associated Press 
dispatch, the government proudly accepts, 
given the prominence of Spain’s native 
Merino sheep breed in the world’s wool 
market. 

• Postal worker Umakant Mishra, of 
Kanpur city in Uttar Pradesh, India, was 
freed by a criminal court in December 
— 29 years after he was charged when a 
money-order account turned up 92 cents 
short. Mishra was called to judicial hear- 
ings 348 times over the years, but it was 
not until recently that the government 
admitted it had no witnesses for the court 
to hear against him. A December BBC 
News dispatch reported, citing “official” 


figures, that more than 30 million cases 
are pending in Indian courts. 

Questionable judgment 

Coughlan elementary school in Lang- 
ley, British Columbia, announced to 
parents in November that henceforth 
it would not just prohibit abusive or 
unwanted physical contact among its kin- 
dergarteners, but all contact. Officials 
said they were responding to parents 
who objected to “rough play,” but, said 
another parent, incredulous, “No tag, no 
hugging, no touching at all. ... I am not 
going to tell my daughter she can’t touch 
her friends at school. I am going to teach 
her boundaries.” 

Cliches come to life 

• In criminal cases, DNA is usual- 
ly a smoking gun for the prosecution 
— except, of course, if there is an “evil 
twin.” In November a judge in Colora- 
do Springs ruled that a suspect. Army Lt. 
Aaron Lucas, should have the opportuni- 
ty to blame his brother Brian for a string 
of sexual assaults because the DNA might 
be Brian’s. Brian has not been charged 
and denies any involvement, but Aaron 
said Brian was in two crime-scene states 
that Aaron was never in. Said a Denver 
defense lawyer, “The only time I have 
seen (the evil-twin defense) was on ‘Law 
and Order: SVU.’” 

• Four villagers in northeast Kenya, 
angry that cheetahs were killing their 
goats, lay in wait one night in November 
and then chased down and captured the 
cheetahs. Cheetahs are regarded as the 
fastest mammals on Earth, but they lack 


endurance; Kenyans are marathon prodi- 
gies. Indeed, the cheetahs were captured 
only when they ran out of gas after about 
four miles of pursuit by the Kenyans, and 
were handed over alive, and exhausted, to 
the Kenyan Wildlife Service. 

Least competent criminals 

Johnny Deleon, 20, was arrested in 
Houston in October, caught in the act 
of removing wheel caps from a Cadillac 
Escalade in a deli’s parking lot. Even in 
the daylight, Deleon apparently failed to 
notice the many police cars in the lot (as a 
ceremonial planning meeting was under- 
way in the deli). Officers, from among 30 
inside, dashed out and arrested Deleon. 

Recurring Themes 

• Once again a fortuitous, unrelated 
medical exam was credited with possi- 
bly saving a life. Los Angeles television 
personality Julie Chang suffered a concus- 
sion in a surfing accident recently, but the 
routine X-ray also showed a previously 
unrevealed brain tumor. She was immedi- 
ately scheduled for surgery and reported to 
colleagues that she “will be OK.” 

• New York animal rights activ- 
ist Steven Wise pushed the envelope in 
December by filing a writ of habeas cor- 
pus (requiring jailers to prove any legal 
basis for an individual’s detention) for 
a chimpanzee living at a Gloversville, 
N.Y., farm (although, in fairness, “Tom- 
my” is being held by an animal “rescuer” 
who said he is seeking a proper home). 
(U.S. habeas corpus law has heretofore 
applied only to humans.)
